MEASURES PENDING IX PARLIAMENT—HOLIDAY 
ADJOURNMENT—LONDON GO6SIP. 

Lox box, April 4.—The friends inthe House 
of Commons of the Women’s Suffrage bill are 
already anxious about the adjournment of 
Parliament for Whitsuntide. The bill is 
set down for May 18. Inthe ordinary course 
the House would adjourn for the Whitsun- 
tide vacation on Tuesday, 12th, or Thursday, 
l4th. The temptation to get rid of a difficult 
question would in all probability decide the 
Government in favor of Tuesday, and in the 
expectation that this would be the case, 
the friends of the bill are contemplating its 
withdrawal, and the substitution ofa resolu- 
tion which would be balloted for in the ordi- 
nary way. It remains, however. to be seen 
} whether there will be any Whitsuntide holl- 
days in the ordinary sense of the term. Many 
supporters of the Government consider that 
if the House is to adjourn in July, it would be 
better to give only avery brief recess at 
Whitsuntide, say from Friday, May 16, until 
the following Thursday, and to cut off a few 
days at the endoftheseason. Mr. Smith’s 
expression of hope as to an early prorogation 
is regarded by the opponents of assisted edu- 
cation at all events, as sounding the knell 
of the bill dealing with the subject. It is 
practically certain that both this measure 
and the small holdings bill will be laid before 
the House, but in the most sanguine estimate 
as to the coursé of business they can hardly 
be proceeded with it the expectations of 
the First Lord of the Treasury are to be ful- 
filled. It has now been definitely arranged 
that the discussion in committee on the Irish 
land purchase bill shall commence on Thurs- 
day next. It will be continued through next 
week, excepting next Wednesday. It is ex- 
pected that the budget will be brought in on 
Monday or Thursday in the week following. 
This is the only business which will be al- 
lowed to interrupt the proceedings upon the 
land bill until it is disposed of. 

THE THISTLE’S ROYAL OWNER. 

The London Field to-day announces that the 
Scotch yacht Thistle, which tried in vain for 
the America’s Cup, has been bought bya 
wealthy Teuton, who intends to race her in 
English waters this summer. If the altera- 
tions made have increased her speed she will 
have anothertry in New York Harbor. The 
POST-DiIsPaTcH is able to supplement the 
Field’ s statement by saying thatthe wealthy 
Teuton referred to is no other than the Ger- 
man Emperor, who sent a special envoy to 
England to co-operate with the resident 
naval attache for Germany, in in- 
specting the Thistle and completing the 
purchase. Special races are being arranged 
by the Royal Yacht Squadron during the Ger- 
man Emperor’s visit this summer. 80 he can 
see his yacht matched against Jamison’s 
Iverna and Dunraven’s Valkyrie. British 
yachtsman believes that despite the altera - 
tions the Iverna can distance the Thistle. 
The Royal Yacht Squadron office tells the 
Post-DisPatTcH that the probability of any 
American yacht entering these special races 
against the Emperor’s boat has not yet been 
taken into consideration.

CALLED TO BERLIN. 


| QUEEN VICTORIA'S DAUGHTER THE 
REAL RULER OF THE EMPIRE. 


Two Crazy Scions of Hurope’s Royal Fam- 
ilies—-King Otto’s Latest Freak—A 
Present to Italy’s Monarch—The Ger- 
man Goal Ring For Chilian Waters 
General Foreign News. 


BERLIN, April 4.—It is stated that the Kaiser 
has requested his mother to return from En- 
giand. One of the features in German poli- 
tics is the ascendancy which the Empress 
Frederick has acquired over herson. That 
she was her husband's guide and counsellor 
is well known, and between the two there 
existed an attachment as well as the deep- 
est respect. This was the reason that Bis- 
marck dreaded her and tried to deceive her. 
She was the only person that he feared, for 
he understood her. The effort to displace 
her in her sons affections failed of 
success, and the general belief is that 
the Empress-mother has succeeded Bismarck 
in political ascendancy, and that her son 
largely depends on her for counsel and ad- 
vice. As a politician she is considered far 
superior to her mother,Queen Victoria, whose 
good qualities are rather negative, while the 
Empress Frederick is positive and original. 
It is a saying in Berlin that her presence there 
is the best security that the peace of Europe 
will not be broken. It is also said that Queen 
Victoria herself relies ina far greater degree 
upon the advice of her daughter than upon 
that of the Prince of- Wales. The fact that 
the Kaiser has requested his mother’s return 
is believed to indicate that he meditates 
some serious movement in his domestic or 
foreign policy. 

WILL SMASH THE COAL RING. 

Emperor William is about to smash the 
coal ring in that country, being probably in- 
duced thereto by his success m destroying the 
iron ring. The withdrawal of the gunmaker, 
Krupp. from the head ofthe iron ring, was the 
resultof a personal appeal from the Em- 
peror. This appeal is said to have been made 
to Krupp’s patriotism, and it certainly was 
successful. The German tron ring has 
Deen a most powerful combination of 
capital in Europe. It has not only been 
charged against it, but proved that the ring 
secured larger prices from the national rall- 
ways of Germany for the goods delivered to 
them than from foreign countries. It has 
long been an open secret that Prince Bis- 
marck himself was connected with this ring 
and in the present condition of his political 
fortunes Krupp’s withdrawal became a 
necessary condition for the destruction of the 
ring. : 

The German Government is continuing its 
vigorous action against the purchase of land 
by Germans in the South of Russia, and it is 
said will shortly enact a law to prohibit 
further purchases of this sort. 

OUT OF HIS HEAD. 

The Kaiser had a long interview with 
Caprivi yesterday. The Kaiser’s actiotis are 
causing renewed comment as to bis mental 
condition. The general opinion in 
Berlin cautiously worded, is that 
the Malser is a Uittle of nis 
mental balance, but not dangerously. This 
same opinion is held by some eminent Eu- 
glish physicians, and from Paris comes the 
significant statement bya French journalist 
that the incipient insanity of George III. 
caused the American Revoluſon, and perhaps 
history is about to repeat itself in his de- 
scendant. 


KING HUMBERT. 


TO RECEIVE A GOLD MEDAL AS A RECOGNI- 
TION OF HIS COURAGE. 

Panis, April4.—King Humbert of Italy has 
received some compensation for the various 
troubles that have of late afflicted his sub- 
jects in the recognition of his personal hu- 
manity and courage by the commission 
charged with the examination intothe an- 
nual awards of medals ‘‘For Civil Valor. 
The committee has decided to 
bestow a gold medal on the 
King as a rd for his bravery on the oc - 
casion of the recent disaster in Rome. The 
facts were briefly cabledat the time. Fur- 
ther details show that on hearing of the acci- 
dent the King hastened to the 
scene and remained four hours 
directing and encouraging the 
rescue party. His Majesty was the first to 
descend a rickety ladder, let down into the 
cellar, whence the muffled cries of the buried 
men could be heard, and while the difficult 
work of rescue went on he continually en- 
couraged the unfortunate men with the as- 
surances of coming help. The man whose 
head and shoulders were above the debris, 
whose limbs were held fast by the heavy 
beams, was especially sustained by the 
King’s words of cheer. Although the 
danger of a fresh fall of the ruins was con- 
siderable, King Humbert held the poor fellow 
by the hand and gave him wine and did not 
leave the premises till all were taken out 
alive. Silver medals have been awarded to 
others who assisted in the rescue. 


CRAZY KING OTTO.

BUTCHERED IN BED. 


The Terrible Killing of a Youth of 19 bya 
Septuagenarian. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., April 4.—News reached 
here this evening of a most horrible murder 
which occurred at Blue Ridge, a neighbor- 
hood several miles southeast of this city, ear- 


ly yesterday morning. Noah Vance and wife 


have for a long time been 
keeping house for Israel Boren, aged 75 years, 
and forthe past week ortwo Noah’s young 
brother has been staying at the house of 
Boren with him. Young Vance, who was 
only 19 years old, and another boy were sleep- 
ing up-stairs. About 40’clock in the morn- 
ing the young man sleeping with Vance was 
awakened by blood spurting on him from his 
sleeping companion; he opened his eyes and 
saw old man Boren striking Vance in the 
head with an ax, killing him instantly. 

Boren then told Vance’s companionto get 
out of bed and goand tell Noah Vance what 
he had done. The alarm was raised, and 
people from the neighborhood came in to see 
the horribie sight, but Boren stood at the top 
of the stairs with the ax in hand, daring 
any one to come up. The Sherif arrived and 
arrested the old man and placed bim in jail, 
No cause for this terrible affair can be given. 
The old man himself admits that not a cross 
word has ever passed between him and Vance, 
still he says he wasafraid young Vance would 
kill him.

BURIED IN PEACE. 


Impressive Scenes at the Interment. of 
the Scottdale Rioters, 


DEATH OF TWO MORE OF THE STRIKERS 
WOUNDED AT MOREWOOD. 


Addresses After the Funeral by Labor 
. Leaders—Serious Trouble Looked For 
Within the Next Three: Days—Watch- 


orn’s Grave Charges Against Frick— 
Other Labor News. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 4.—Two more men 
died to-day from injuries received at More- 
wood Thursday morning. They are Paul 
Salinsky of Donnelly and Joseph Klasman of 
Mullins. The report of their death sent a 
thrill of excitement through the region and 
gave rise to rumors of bloodshed and vio- 
lence. There were reports to-night from all 
points of the region announcing gatherings 
of strikers, but no violence has been reported 
up to 9 o’clock, 

This afternoon the Standard Band of Mount 
Pleasant led the procession from the Catholic 
Church m Mount Pleasant to the Pennsyl- 
vania Rallroad station, escorting the bodies 
ofthe Morewood victims. There were five 
coaches inthetrainand all were filled with 
friends and sympathizers ofthe dead. They 
arrived at Scottdale at 8:30 o’clock this after - 
noon and were met by the Everson Band, 
the Jefferson Assembly, No. 246, and about 
5,000 people. The Rev. Father Lambing had 
sent a request to all of the licensed saloon- 
keepers to close their bars at 2:30 o’ clock, and 
in response tohis request every saloon in 
town was closed when the strikers began to 
assemble to greet the funeral train. 

It has been snowing heavily since noon,and 
for three hours and a half the densely packed 
crowds stood around the depot patiently 
waiting for the arrival of the funeral train. 
Ninety out of every hundred were foreigners 
and were unable to speak the English lan- 
guage, while at least one-halfof them wore 
emblems to denote their sorrow over the 
death of their fellow workers at the hands of 
the deputy sheriffs. They were very quiet. 
Scarcely a word was spoken, and when they 
did address each other it was in subdued and 
awe-stricken voices. 

AN IMPRESSIVE 6CENE. 


It was a scene never to be forgotten. The 
falling snow, the depot, the muddy streets, 
filled with men pregnant with excitement, 
while 100 yards up the track toward Mt. 
Pleasant were five companies of the Eigh- 
teenth Regiment under Col. N. M. Smith. 
They had pulled into Scottdale early this 
morning and were given orders to suppress 
all disturbances and preserve peace at any 
cost. The whole formed a picture of the 
most intense interest. Proceeding from the 
depot the funeral procession marched down 
the valley to the Catholic Cemetery, where 
the remains were buried with the religious 
ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 

After the funeral the vast crowd assembled 
on the Everson Flats and Peter Wise, District

ers, was the firstto address the crowd. He 
advised peace, and said thatthe law was the 
only course for the strikers as well as for the 
operators. He deplored the tragedy at More- 
wood Thursday morning, and said that the 
people who were so irresponsible as the depu- 
ties proved to be were not fit to goto Heaven. 
The other speakers were Patrick McBryde of 
the Executive Committee, Vice-President 
Penn of the United Mine-workers, the Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer and several 
others. They all coincided with Robert 
Watchorn in their expressions of peace. 
Meetings were also held to-day at Overton 
and Stauffer, which were addressed by well- 
known local leaders. Notwithstanding the 
fact that all of the leaders counsel peace, it 
is generally believed to-night that there will 
be trouble in the region within the next two 


or three days. 
GRAVE CHARGES. 


Robert Watchorn is addressing a meeting 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association to- 
night. Mr. Watchorn was very indignant 
over the reports in the Pittsburg papers of an 
interview with H. O. Frick, in which the lat - 
ter condemned the labor leaders with being 
responsible for the present troubles in the 
region. Mr. Watchorn says that he will have 
affidavits by Monday to show that H. C. 
Frick paid for the passage of workmen from 
Europe to America and that many of these 
men were forced to go down into the mines 
at the muzzies of rifies and revolvers, where 
they were compelied to stay until such time 
as Mr. Frick saw fit to liberate them.

PRESS COMMENT UNIVERSAL m APPROVING 
AMERIOA'S COUBSE. 

Lowpor, April 4.—There can be no question 
as to what has formed the chief topics of in- 
terest in Englund and on the continent this 
week. The recall of Baron Fava has over 
shadowed everything in importance. Even 
the massacre and capture Of British troops in 
Assam, the assassination of M. Beltcheff at 
Sofia, the Irish elections, the wanderings of 
the German Emperor, and the other topics 
which ordinarily would command at- 
tention have, in comparison, taken a 
Second place. Baron Fava’s recall is 
univ considered involving not only 
the on of possible war, but also the 
pr ple of the protection of her foreign- 

rn citizens by the United States. The opin- 
ions of the press of London have been freely 
cabled to America this week and represent 
very fairly the feelings of English people. It 
Can safely be said thata vote in almost any 
club or at any dinner would give a verdict of 
sympathy and approval of the course of the 
United States in relation to the New Orleans 
lynchings. It is not that the English- 
man is now wasting any more arffec- 
tion than usual on his Yankee cousin, 
but the whole affair has appealed very 
strongly to the English idea of fair play. 
Every Englishiman, one may say, takes a cer 
tain delight in a square stand up fight where 
blows are given and taken fairly, and where 
the one who hits the hardest wins the vie- 
tory, Dut the Englishman has an equally 
strong constitutional aversion tothe fellow 
who resorts to plots and conspiracies, who 
strikes in the dark or stabs in the back. In 
this unfortunate New Orleans affair English- 
men regard the Itallansas belonging to this 
sort of foe, They believe that the 
large cities of America have been overrun 
by a horde of Italians ot the lowest class who 
have taken with them into their adopted 
eountry the most vicious ideas oftheir class 
and who have transferred to the United 
States the Mafia and its ideas of revenge Avy 
assassination. There is no sympathy Mere 
with them and ho one seems to doubt that 
the men who were lynched at New Orleans 
were guilty of the murder charged dgainst 
them. 

THEMSELVES TO BLAME. 

One of the minor journals of London argues 
' after this fashion: The Italians in America 
have themselves largely to thank if their 
worst representatives have taken the posi- 
tion of a cur, biting and snapping at 
American heels. Of course the American has 

finally turned and kicked the cur out of exist 
ence, and eq of course the owner sets up 
an angry — protest, Dut the question 
arises why should the owner not have taught 
tho cur better manners?“ 

This is an extreme view of the situation and 
treats it in a cold-blooded manner that the 
ae ep — would not countenance. This 
style of argument is only quoted to show that 
in some quarters sympathy with the United 
States is ready to go to much greater lengths 
than is usual in England when American in- 
terests are involved. The whole question 
now having become one of diplomacy and 
negotiation between the two countries, and 
not one for newspaper settlement, must be 
left in the hands of those to whom It naturally 
falls for solution. Reports from Italy say 
that she is not greatly excited over the mat- 
ter and other nations may therefore wait in

SHARP CRITICISM OF BLAINE’S DIPLOMACY BY 
GOV. TILLMAN. 

CHARLESTor, 8. O., April 4.—Gov. Tillman 
inan interview to-day said: ‘‘I think that 
Secretary Miaine has committed blunders 
enough already, and he is not improv- 
ing very rapidly in diplomacy. He 
has already intimated, or rather 
arfogated too much Federal power as the 
corrective relief for the trouble in New Or- 
leans. It is well known that I am opposed to 
lynch law in whatever way it is exercised, 
but 1 certainly would never submit to the 
gratuitous interference of the United States 
authorities in the affairs of this state,

half of the United States the punishment of 
a crime committed against the laws 
of a State, which laws should be 
a sufficient guarantee to Italy 
that her grievances will receive amply re- 
dres#. Blaine ce ly could not make any 
pledges from the Sovereign State of South 
Carolina. If war should come, South OCaro- 
lina is ready to do her share of the fighting 
for the honor of the country. There is one 
phase of the New Orleans trouble, contin- 
ued Gov. Tillman, ‘‘which I think furnishes 
a salutary lesson for the whole country 
and that is that there is need of 
stringent, at least, more restrictive laws 
governing immigration. The unfortunate 
occurrences at New Orleans uncovered one of 
the dangers of the unrestricted influx of the 
lowest classes of Europe. There would be no 
lynching of the Mafias if there were no 
Mafias to lynch.’’

Canal Felt in St. Louis. 

Yesterday Mr. Emmet Gilbreath of Gun- 
tersville, Ala., arrived in the city and is at 
the Lindell. Mr. Gilbreath has come 
to St Louis for the purpose of mak- 
ing preparations to receive the frst 
shipment of cotton ever made from 
Northern Alabama to this market. In ref- 
erence to this, he said: ‘‘The opening of the 
Muscle Shoal Canal will transfer to St. Louis 
almost the entire trade of the section 
of country Ping along the Ten- 
nessee east of the Muscle Shoals. Hitherto we 
have done our trading with Memphis, 
as the shoals were a barrier to 
the river south to this city, and the rail 
route was too expensive. The people of 
Southern Tennessee and Northern Alabama 
contiguous to the river have been heretofore 
practically confined to one market, but the 
opening of the canal has changed all 
this. As soon as it became i cer- 
tain that the canal would be a success 
a company of Chattanooga merchants built a 
steamer, the Herbert, and a number of 
barges, to be put on the St. Louis line. The 
Herbert is now on the way to this city, with 
four barges, loaded with cotton, 
consigned to St. Louis, the initial 
shipment to this city. Although the 
trip is not yet over we Know that the new 
line will be a success, for the freight rates 
are far lower than those to Memphis. On py 
shipment of sixty-nine bales I have saved the 
value of four bales. Not only do we gain this 
advantage, but we can buy supplies 
here ata farlower rate than we have been 
ia the hahit of paying, and the return freight 
will also be proportionately low. The Cap-

THE SACKING OF AMERICAN CITIES. 

‘(There is not another thoroughly civ- 
ilized country under the sun whose cities 
are so ill-ruled as ours, says President 
ANDREWs of Brown University, in an 
article published last December. 

In another magazine article published 
about the same time ex-President ANDREW 
D. Warts of Cornell said: The city gov- 
erments of the United States are the worst 
in the world—the most expensive, the 
most inefficient and the most corrupt.’’ 

The truth of these propositions is noto- 
rious, and there is no room for controversy 
about the accepted explanation of popular 
self-government’s conspicuous failure in 
American city affairs while its success has 
been so conspicuous in American political 
affairs. The failure began and has grown up 
with the intrusion of the political machine 
into the purely business affairs of municipal 
corporations. ‘‘The difference between 
foreign cities and ours,’’ says President 
White, ‘‘is that all these well-ordered cit- 
ies in England, France, Germany, Italy, 
Switzerland, whether in monarchies or re- | 
publies, accept this principle—that cities 
are business corporations and not political 
bodies. 

The humiliating contrast is of recent ori- 
gin. Our municipal corporations never 
became the synonym for inefficiency, ex- 
travagance and corrupt betrayals of public 
trust, till they were, in an evil hour, sur- 
rendered to the control of the modern po- 
litical machine with its committee bossism, 
its fraudulent primaries and its packed 
conventions to nominate tickets pre- 
arranged by professional lobbyists and 
boodlers. Demanding and obtaining mu- 
nicipal control on political issues that have 
nothing to do with city affairs and serve 
only to divert the attention of voters from 
municipal interests, this machine prosti- 
tutes municipal authority to purposes of 
political promotion and municipal resources 
to schemes of private gain. 

In the way of adapting means to ends, 
their toleration of the political machine’s 
foraging incursions in city elections is the 
worst mistake American voters ever made. 
It has surrendered our cities to sack and 
pillage, and the plunder has demoralized 
and scandalized our political parties and 
corrupted our statesmanship. Butso shrewd 
a people as ours will not persevere much 
longer in such a pernicious blunder. There 
is a manifest awakening of public opinion 
on the subject in all our cities. The move- 
ment against political tickets in municipal 
elections, the movement to rescue munici- 
pal business management from the spoils 
combinations of machine bosses and place 
itagain in the hands of the people has 
already developed the strength of a giant. 
It has come to St. Louis to stay and to 
grow till every trace of machine control 
and corruption is banished. It has come 
in with the independent secret ballot, and 
the days of political conventions to nom- 


inate city officers are numbered.

NO DANGER FROM ABROAD. 

In return for an expenditure that has al- 
most bankrupted her people, Italy has ac- 
quired a very formidable navy for purposes 
of coast*defense. But, as Mr. CRAMP, 
the builder of our new cruisers, says, her 
iron-clad monsters cannot carry coal 
enough to make a hostile voyage to this 
country safe for them. Their draught is so 
that they cannot venture near 
enough to our cities to render their guns 
effective. Our navy could cut off their 
supplies of coal, sail all around them, 
safely attack them with long-range rified 
eannon, anda single dynamite shell from 
the Vesuvius, well aimed, would destroy 
any one of them. 

The fact is that American inventive 
genius has led the world in naval construc- 
tion. The mighty navies of Europe were 
all built upon hints derived from the battle 
between the Monitor and the Merrimac 
in our civil war, and the plans for our new 
navy have shown Europe that her navies 
are again out of date and will soon be prac- 
tically useless. 

We swept Englands commerce from the 
oceanvin the war of 1812 with our priva- 
teers, and our little navy showed superi- 
ority of construction and @rmament in 
nearly every battle with the ships of ‘‘the 
mistress of the seas.’’ After that war our 
merchant marine maintained a marked 
superiority over that of England until ours 
was almost wiped out by our civil war and 
our own bad laws. And now the same 
nautical genius that has given us the vic- 
tory in every yacht race is manifesting 
itself in naval construction that will again 
revolutionize the navies of the world. 

English naval constructors who have 
spent months studying the plans and 
work of our naval bureaus frankly tell 
their Government that nothing in the 
British Navy can cope with the fast 
cruisers and commerce destroyers we are 
building. Admiral Bir Jonn Hay says the 
No. 12 we are building, and it is not the 
only one of the kind on the stocks, is to- 
day without a rival in any modern navy, 
and without fear of capture could sweep 
the ocean of English commerce. She is to 
sail twenty-one knots and carry coal 
enough to sail her 100 days without touch- 
ing at a port. 

The talk about our defenseless condition 
inviting insult or attack is silly babble. 
All the world knows that the genius and 
resources of the United States are equal to 
any emergency of self-defense and that we

THE NEW ORLEANS DETECTIVE WILL 
STAND HIS GROUND. 


Description of the Gathering Mob at the 
Clay Statue—How He Had Determined 
to Sell His Life—The Bribery Charge 
Explained—Will Not Defame the Dead 
Chief. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., April 4.—Dominic 0. 
O'Malley, the detective who disappeared 
from the city when the citizens took matters 
in their own hands and made short work 
of the Italian prisoners, is about town. 
He said: „1 have no interest in 
the prosecution of the men who killed the 
men in the prison, but my belief is that there 
will de a prosecution and a bitter one. They 


say that there will not be found a jury in the 


Parish of Orleans that will convict them. 
Well, thé gentlemen will be accommodated in 
some other parish. The prosecution against 
me is being conducted solely and entirely by 
an opposition agency. No matter 
what defect or crimes they will 
charge me with, I will nat- 
urally plead not guilty. 1 never 
in the course of my life took advantage of a 
technicality, as the records of the courts will 
show. My only answer on all occasions has 
been, ‘Give mea trial.’ 
INJURED INNOCENCE. 

‘here have been many things said and 
done to make me feel bad. I have been 
hounded and dogged until patience has al- 
most ceased to bea virtue, and then, not 
caring so much for myself, but re- 
membering those at home, that restraint 
and that alone has oft-times prevented 
me from taking the law into my own hands. 
During all this time for the last ten years, 
where men’s lives and their liberties were at 
stake, and where for purposes of 
investigation there were placed in 
my hands funds amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, I never 
had a man, in court or out of court, to accuse 
me of defrauding him out of anything. If 
these are the acts ofa dishonest man, if my 
actions in being faithtul and dutiful 
to those who have employed me, has made 
some people angry, and because of my suc- 
cess made them jealous and enviousof my 
prosperity ; if the good people of 
New Orleans side with them in this matter 
then I am perfectly willing to leave them 
have New Orleaus and the good people, and I 
will try to have some other community have 
me and my viciousness. I do not ask, nor do 
Iexpect, to change my way ot thinking. 

HAS A STORY TO TELL. 

In relation to my movements and other 
things in connection with the Hennessy case 
andthe action of the mob of the l4th of 
March, I expect later to give to the 
public a full statement of the 
facts. If there was any working 
up of testimony I think that it was on the 
State’s side. If there was ever a case in 
which I kept my hands off it was this. Hen- 
nessy and I were not friends, and I would not 
ake advantage of him after he was 

ad. Despite all that has deen said 
about bribing the jurors who sat on the 
case, I do not believe there Was any 
truth in it. If it comes to war 
between the United States and Italy 
I expect that 1 will have to 
shoulder a musket, and it will be 
shouldered just as soon as the men who were 
prominent in the killing of Italians 
arm themselves if not sooner. 
I was present at the meeting 
at.the Clay statue, and from the speeches 
that I heard delivered 1 thought 
that 1 might de attacked, although 
there was no reason for any such 
action towards me. If I had been attacked 
I had made up my mind to strike the fifst 
blow and try to reach only the principal men, 
but I am very glad that I was not forced 
to take such a cause. 

“IT went to my office, and when 
arriving there I found several of my friends. 
I remained at the office till 10:80 o’ clock when 
Iwas forced out by my friends. I finally 
yielded to their entreaties to leave, although 
I had made up my mind to remain quietly in 
my place of business and defend myself 
against attack, . 

THE BRIBERY CHARGE. 

The charge Of bribery was started be- 
cause I wrote a letter to a man named Elliott, 
who happened to be drawn as a tales 
juror. Afterwards I was a member 
of the Audubon Athietic Club, and 
was put on a committee to ascertain 
whether some of the members desired 
to remain in the club, Bach member was 
given a list and on my list was the name of 
Elliott. It is supposed that McCrystol, one of 
the men under indictment, had made a 
statement about me, and connected 
me with the charge of bribery. 
Ido not know what he said, but Thomas 
McCabe, the man whom MeOrystol is said to 
have approached, is quoted in an interview 
as denying that my name was mentioned to 
him in reference to the matter.’’

display of the Mexican Republic at Paris. 

Lieut. F. E. Sawyer, Special Commisstoner 
ofthe World’s Colombian Exposition tothe 
Amazon provinces of Brazil, reports his ar- 
rival at Para on the iéth of March, and says 
that the President of those provinces is very 
favorably disposed toward the Exposition, 
and will do everything possible to securea 
full exhibit showing the resources of the 
Amazon country for exhibition at Chicago.

Wasnrroror, April 4.—Immigration In- 
spector Woodbridge of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, stationed at Newport, Vt., in a report 
to Secretary Foster states, that, in his 
opinion, during the past month 6,000 im- 
migrants from various countries of 
Europe have entered the United 
States through Canada. These immigrants, 
Inspector Woodbridge intimates, are landed 
at various Canadian seaportsand come into 
the United States by railroads crossing at St. 
Albans, Island Pond, Beecher Falls and other 
places. They are ticketed through from 
European ports and come in this round- 
about way to avoid the rigid examination at 
the seaports of the United States. Many 
ofthe immigrants who come in this way, 
he says, would e rejected at the seaport 
cities by immigrant inspectors. ‘‘With the 
present system of a superficial examination 
on the trains, continues Inspector Wood- 
bridge, it is impossible to ascertain if their 
condition is such as would allow them to en- 
ter this country.’’ 

Treasury Department officials consider the 
subject of grave importance and hope under 
the operation of the new immigration law to 
remedy thetrouble. It is said that in this 
way disease and pauper immigrants and im- 
migrants under contract are brougbt into 
this country in large numbers. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AND PRESIDENT GOULD 
EXCHANGE GREETINGS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4.—Jay Gould, 
traveling in his special car, the Atalanta, 
with his son George and New York friends, 
arrived here early lastnight. He and his son 
were up early this morning and after a 
drive about the city called at the 
White House and paid their respects to the 
President, who received them in his private 
office, From the White House Mr. Gould and 
his son drove tothe Post-office Department 
and were closeted for some time with Mr. 
Wanamaker. The presumption is that the 
subjects of discussion between Mr. Gould 
and the Postmaster-General were the postal 
telegraph proposition, the mall subsidy 
matter in which Mr. Gould ts interested, and 
telegraph tolls for the Government’s bust 
ness.

Gould talked the matter over with Mr. Wan- 
amaker to-day, but no definite conclusion 
was reached. Mr. Gould and his party left 
the city this afternoon at 2 o’clock onthe 
Chesapeake and Ohio’s new Gincinnati fast 
line for St. Louis, via Cincinnati.

POLITICS IN CLEVELAND. 


The Hottest Battle Ever Fought in the 
City About to Open. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 4.—The hottest polit. 
ical battle ever fought in this city, not even 
excepting the local part of a presidential 
contest, will take place on Monday. The 
municipal reform law, recently passed by 
the General Assembly, abolished the 
whole of the city government, 
including the council of forty 
members, the Water Works, Fire,Police, and 
twelve other boards and all the city offices 
except Mayor, Treasurer,Police Judge, Police 
Prosecutor and Police clerk, and these 
will be elected on Monday. The new city 
government is to consist of these officials, a 
council of twenty members elected from ten 
districts and six heads of departments to be 
appointed by the Mayor. 

The new law makes the Mayor the respon- 
sible head of the whole government and the 
extensive patronage of the city, including 
1,500 positions of lesser or greater value or 
importance, will be virtually at his disposal. 
No such prize hasever been at stake before, 
and both parties are straining to 
the utmost to secure it. On a 
full vote the city is extremely 
close. Harrison carried it by only 648 plurality 
for President in 1888, while Gov. Campbell, a 
Democrat, had 269 plurality in 1889. It was 
almost equally close last fall. 

On the result the election of two Senators 
and six Reprsentatives and the control of 
the General Assembly to be elected this fall, 
and which will choose John Sherman’s suc- 
cessor is likely to depend. Both parties 
have nominated strong, clean candi- 
dates for nearly every position, in- 
cluding the Council. The Democratic 
candidate for Mayor is ex-Mayor John H. 
Farley, one of the shrewdest and ablest of 
the Democratic leaders in the State, and 
whose personal integrity and ability is freely 
conceded by his opponents. The Re- 
publican candidate is ex-Mayor W. 
G. Rose, whose political strength 
and fitness are also unquestioned. In betting 
circles the odds are slightly in favor of Rose, 
owing to the fact that the Republicans seem 
better united on him than Democrats on Far- 
ley. Butthe best organization is likely to 
win and Mr. Farley is the best organizer in 
the State. 


DRE. WYETH’S CHARGES.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 4.—Dr. Wyeth, 
who was a prisoner at, Camp Morton here 
during the war, charges Inhuman treatment 
by Federal authorities in an article in the 
Century Magazine. Col. Holland of this city 
says to- day: Every material charge made 
by Dr. Wyeth can be proven false from 
official sources.

THE SENTIMENTS OF HILTON BROWN 
OF THE “INDIANAPOLIS NEWS.” 


The Immigration Question—Harrison for 
Re-Election—A Shrewd, But Vain At. 
tempt to Defeat the Separate Coach Bill 
in Arkansas—State Senator Hendrick- 
son Denounced—Politics in General. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 4.—Hilton Brown 
of the Indianapolis News, an independent 


newspaper which supported Gen. Harrison 
in 1888, is in town and is quoted thus by the 
Post to-day: 

„I this Italian affair is well handled it will 
help the Administration in Indiana. Some- 
thing distinctive that will give the Republl- 
cans a rallying cry would help ont amazingly 
just now. It is a political maxim, Republican 
orators have long told us, that no party in 
this country ever prospered by opposing a 
war. Thereis no probability of war with 
Italy, perhaps, but the maxim holds 
true in its relation to the government's 
treatment of national questions that ſnvolve 
the possibilities of a use of force. Bilaine’s 
letter will suit the Indiana Republicans, and 
the more the Administration makes of these 
foreign mattersthe more it will withdraw 
public attention from the late political tidal 
wave and the influences that brought it 
about. 7 
THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION. , 

One of the things that might help the 
Administration would bean effort to further 
restrict immigration, not only from Italy but 
from all foreign countries, especially those 
that contribute large percentages of* unde- 
sirable classes. Thereis some latent know- 
nothingismin Indiana, and not a little op- 
position tothe almest unrestricted influx of 
foreigners. ' 

The administration seems to be bracing up 
a little in the sident’s home. The late 
upper-cut and knock-out blows administered 
by the Democracy were distressing in the ex- 
tremetothe grand old party, but its recu- 
perative powers in former campaigns have 
beem demonstrated. It is looked upon asa 
matter of course that Harrison will be a can- 
didate for re-election.. Gresham or Blaine 
would perhaps run as well, but so far as 1 
know there is no organized purpose on the 
friends ofyeither of these to contest the 
claims of Harrison. 

HARRISON’S POSITION. 

The latter has not lost ground in political 
esteem of late, but it is difficult to say how 
much, if any, he has gained. The Republi- 
cans understand perfectly well, of course, 
that the chancesin Indiana are against them 
at present. The State is Democratic, but by 
certain heroic efforts has occasionally been 
carried by the Republicans. The last Demo- 
cratic Legislature and the preceding one, 
under the spur of the better element 
of the party, passed more reform measures 
than ever were before known in the party in 
Indiana. In fact the record of the party made 
in recent years in Indiana is its chief stock in 
trade, dut this is enough to give it 
prestige in State affairs. As to national is- 
sues the majority of the people of Indiana are 
clearly for tariff reform, and this feeling is 
not confined to Democrats. 


FUTILE TRICKERY. 


HOW THE DEFEAT OF THE SEPARATE COACH 
BILL WAS ATTEMPTED IN ARKANSAS. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 4.—A shrewd at- 
tempt to nullify the provisions of the separ- 
ate coach bill, which passed both branches of 
the Legislature and was approved by the 
Governor early in February, was discovered 
yesterday afternoon in the House in time to 
defeat it. The bill had passed the Senate 
without objection and had been read twice in 
the House. The argument advanced in the 
Senate in favor of it was that it only pro- 
vided that in case of a wreeck resulting in the 
disabling of passenger cars the train could 
proceed when able to do so without being re- 
quired to assign white and colored passen- 
gers to separate coaches, Ths bill, however, 
in reality repealed the present law dy allow- 
ing railroad companies to place partitions in 
their cars, which partitions could consist of 
curtains, plank or anything else the railroad 
companies might select. The cleverly 
worded section of the bill read as fol- 
lows:

It is claimed that it 
will a great benefit to the race tracks, 
as all people who formerly

now gotothetrack. The bill would do all 
that is claimed for it ifits provisions could 
be enforced, but they cannot. Fool - room 
people will test its constitutionality on the 
ground that it is class legislation in 
favor of the owners of race 
That the bill is unconstitutional there can be 
no doubt, as the courts of New York, Lllinois 
and other States have rendered decisions in 
similar bills declaring them Class legislation 
and unconstitutional, because what is not an 
offense on a race track cannot be made a 
crime off it. The pool room keépers 
were undoubtedly at the bottom 
ot having this bill passed, as it necessarily 
repeals the former law. They can knock out 
the new law in the courts, and will then be at 
liberty to recommence business.

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A MATERIAL UPWARD MOVEMENT IN 
THE STOCK MARKET YESTERDAY. 


No Complaints in Wall Street on the Score 
of Dulliness—A Cheerful Outlook— 
Fava’s Recall—The Ootton Oircular— 
Matters in Wall Street. 


New York, April 4.—As may be inferred 
from the fact that the transactions in the reg- 
ular list last week aggregated only 622,000 
shares, there is still no lack of complaints in 
Wall street on the score of dullness. On the 
other hand, holders of securities find encour- 
agement in the striking manner in which the 
market resists temporary influences of an un- 
favorable character and the manipulations of 
those working for lower prices. 
The general advance last week on a very dull 
business indicates at least two things very 
plainly, the first being that there are few 
stocks pressing for sale, and the second that 
in the opinion of holders the enormous 
shrinkage in Values from the high figures 
ruling sometime ago has fully discounted 
the legitimate causes which have operated 
against values so long. Thus, in the early 
part of last week, the market was soundly 
thwacked by several unfavorable factors, but 
the latter, as they developed, seemed to 
bring into clearer light its inflexibility. 
A CHEEFUL OUTLOOK. 

On Monday the outlook was of a decidedly 
cheerful nature. The rumors about the con- 
dition of the Mechanics’ and Traders’ Bank 
was exploded by the report of the Clearing 
House Oommittee, and the Oanadian Pacific 
and New York Oentrai lines came to an agree- 
ment by which the former obtains an en- 
trance into New York over the Rome 4 
Watertown and West Shore roads. This 
move is looked upon not only a good thing 
for the companies directly concerned, 
but as tending toward harmony 
in the entire railroad situation 
east and west of Chi The statement of 
the net earnings of Burlington & Quincy 
for February turneg out far better than an- 
ticipated, and the4lecrease in gross on the 
Rock Island for March was explained by the 
snow blockade, which seriously interfered 
with trafic.

The State Board of Health Practically 
Ignores the Hotson Case. 

THE MIDWIFE REMAINS A REGULARLY 
LICENSED PRACTITIONER. 


— — — 


Charged With a Crime and Confessing to 


Gross Immorality, She Still Holds the 


Board’s Authority to Practice - 
wifery 4 Strange Sluggishness — 
Strong Contrasts in Board Policy. 


Friday, April 8, Dr. George W. Homan, 
secretary of the State Board of Health, said 
that the State Board would take steps tore- 
voke the license of midwife Hotson. As yet 
nothing definite has been done. 

On Feb. 10 Dr. Homan gave the same assur- 
ance to the officials and the public. 

yesterday, after the undenied accusation 
was so conclusively established as to war- 
rant Judge Claiborne in holding the defend- 
ant inthe sum of $1,500, the Secretary of the 
state Board seemed less positive about what 
will probably be done than he was two 
months ago, after a Whitewashing investiga- 
tion which has since been undone. 

The local representative..of the State 
Board now thinks that it may 
be necessary to postpone action until 
after the final trial in the Criminal Court. 
The reputable women practicing this dranch 
of the profession feel indignant at the con- 
duct of the State and City Boards. The view 
of the Secretary of the State Board seems to 
be that nothing can be done until the result 
in the final trial court is learned. This 
means that if there is an acquittal 
of a guilty person any 
means whatever, such as the spiriting away 
of witnesses, as is usually done in such cases, 
no action by the State Board will be war- 
ranted. Should a conviction be secured and 
the defendant sentenced to the penitentiary, 
the license will be revoked—a move which 
will be unnecessary, as she will have no op- 
portunity to practice her profession while in 
confinement. 

In the meantime the woman against whom 
such frightfuland uncontradicted testimony 
was given in the Court of Criminal Corfec- 
tion will continue the practice of midwifery 
under the authorization of the State Board of 
Health’s certificate. Before any facts posi- 
tively fixing the crime were secured Mrs. 
Hotson told of how she had spent the night 
in question. Frank Wall testified to her ve- 
racity m this issue. Mrs. Hurst, 
the proprietress of a house at Twentieth and 
Chestnut streets, was subsequently called as 
a witness and gave more testimony concern- 
ing the conduct of Mrs. Hotson, which would 
naturally be supposed to be worthy of the 
immediate attention of the State Board of 
Health—facts which they could properly take 
cognizance of at once without delaying action 
untilafterthe termination of proceedings in 
the trial court. 

A REMARKABLE EXPLANATION. 

Dr. Homan’s explanation of the inactivity 
in the matter reveals a remarkable method 
of procedure by the State Board of Health. 
It appears that the license of a practitioner 
cannot be revoked except by the action of 
the full board, after formal charges have 
been preferred anda regular trial given the 
accused ata board meeting. No matter what 
crime may have been proved againsta phy- 
siclan or midwife practicing under au- 
thority of the State Board of Health, 
they are not deprived of their license 
to so practice until such time as 
the board may see fit to bring its own charges 
of ‘‘unprofessional conduct’’ against the 
guilty parties, and, aftera trial based upon 
the legal evidence that has convicted, expel 
the offender from professional ranks. And it 
also appears that the board is extremely slow 
in taking such action, even in criminal cases. 

Dr. Homan, after stating yesterday that 
he had absolutely no authority to act without 
the full sanction of the board, said further 
that it was customary to allow all these mat- 
ters to lay over until the regular meetings of 
the board. 

The reason given for this delay is that it is 
an expensive thing to hold a special meeting, 
and that in consequence they are but seldom 
ordered. It seems, however, that the trav- 
eling and hotel expenses of members of the 
board are paid by the State, and that the only 
feature lacking to make special meetings pos- 
sible is the payment ofa diem tothe 
board members while on such Wuty, this not 
being provided for by the State. For that 
reason, then, all matters requiring settlement 
by the board have to wait until the time 
for its regular meeting rolls around, no mat- 
ter how great the emergency. In consequence 
of such methods it is possible for a physician 
or midwife to be allowed to practice, and 
presumably in reputable circles, under 
proven charges of crime so black as to make 
them unfit even to be at liberty, far less to be 
the holders of authority to practice a pro- 
fession in which morality and respectability 
are so vitally necessary. Indeed, it would 
appear that the law prevents their so prac- 
Ucing oftener than does the State Board of 
Health by the decisive act of convicting 
them of crime and sentencing them to im- 
prisonment. Then, when that step ts taken, 
the State Board of Health at last comes to the 
front and revokes the professional license of 
the convicted criminal. 

TWO SIGNIFICANT INSTANCES. 

The case of Midwife Hotson is @ strong in- 
Stance in point, Mustratmg forcibly the 
““ieaden-footed’’ policy of the State Board. 

Here is another case, equally forcible, and 
applying to physicians proper. 

At the February term of the Harrison 
County (Mo.) Court, Dr. Wm. Murphy, aregu- 
‘arly licensed practitioner of that county, was 
convicted, on his own pleading, of having 
seduced a girl under 18 years ot age. The girl 
iD question was a Miss Dollie Jenkins, a ward 
of br. Murphy's. She was ruined by him, 
gave birth toachild and died in child-bed. 
Dr. Murphy was indicted, brought to trial, 
peaped guilty, and was sentenced to 10 days 
in ti county jail and to pay a fine of $100. 

Dr. Murphy is still a regularly licensed 
practitioner. Convicted of an offense which

Yet the board 
shows a sluggishness in taking action on 
those cases in strange contrast with its 
prompt and vigorous course in the case dr a 
physician guilty of the heinous crime of plac- 
ing himself before the public by means of an 
advertisement. 

The course of the State Board of Health in 
the cases of Midwife Hotson, charged with 
causing the death of Laura Fitts by means of 
a criminal operation, will be watched with 
significant interest by the public: The up- 
holding of common morality and decency is 
the issue at stake.

A “DAYLIGHT” REFLECTOR. 


An Invention for Making Dark Corners 
Brighter and Lighter. 
Written for the SUNDAY PoOst-DiIsPATCH. 

A very practical invention has just been 
com pleted and put on the market abroad. It 
is nothing less than a daylight refiector,’’ 
by which dark rooms, factories, cellars and 
basements, museums, stores, etc., can be 
suffused with the lightof day. This appar- 
atus is impervious to the influences of in- 
clement weather, ram, etc., because it is 
not lined with mercury, but consists of 
a highly polished, peculiarly futed metal 
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surface. It is easily adjusted to a window by 
acarpenter or locksmith. The best results 
are obtained by adjusting the reflector to 
the upper part of the window, 380 
that the sky is refiected in it and 
a diffused light thrown into the space that is 
thus to be lighted. Many dark corners can in 
this way be serviceable, or used to ad- 
vantage by prolonging the hours of dayligh 
and saving the cost of artificial illumination. 
The refiector can be so adjusted that the light 
is carried to any desired point in the room.

An Explanation of the Painters’ Action in 
Remaining at Work. 


The Brotherhood of Decorators and Painters 
claim that they did not order a strike for 
Apriliatall, but were merely considering 
taking some such action in case the Master 
Painters’ Association refused certain demands 
for higher wages the painters had made of 
them last January. James Wrigley, secretary 
of the local union 115 of the Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators, said last night: 
On the 18th of last January we sent a letter 
to the Master Painters’ Association notifying 
them that on and after Aprill we would re- 
quire 3 cents per hour for our labor. We re- 
ceived no reply tothis notice and then ap- 
pointed a grelivance committee who waited 
upon all the different bosses but could gain no 
satisfaction from them. 
The Journeyman Painters’ Union here 
heard ofthis and sent a committee around 
to the master painters offering to supply 
them with competent men at the old scale of 
wages, in case we went on a strike. 
When we heard of this proceeding we at 
once called a „ which was held 
last Sunday atthe Trades and Labor head- 
quarters, 418 South Fourth street, to consider 
the matter. We decided that it would do us 
no good to order a strike and resolved to con- 
tinue working at the old schedule of wages, 
entirely withdrawing the demands we had 
made on the bosses. That is the whole story

The eminent man, now the relic of acurious 
household of actors, is just stepping off the 
stage for good and all, as his partner dies. 
While Edwin Booth is not the last represent - 
ative of a remarkable family, he ts the only 
one ofthe present day and generation of 
that Kinship who will be remembered and 
mentioned in the years far ahead of us. 
Joseph ig an elder son of the distinguished 
tragedian known as Junius Brutus Booth, and 
he lives at Long Branch, where among his 
townsmen he is rated like all the rest of his 
folks for his eccentricities.

perhaps no institution of the great, throb- 
ping, chin-whiskered West is more unique or 
more distinctive than the Whitechapel Club 
ot this city. It is a bright, cheery little 
crypt, which 10 reached through a narrow, 
somber stab in the still blacker blackness, 
and soon to be called Whitechapel alley, 
opening off La Salle street. Inside all is cozy 
and bright. You enter by going down several 
steps, and find yourselfin an anteroom, on 
the left of which is a sarcophagus. 

Bright and cheery skeletons hang up 
wherever the pleased eye rambles o’er the 


walls, and blood spattered garments, torn by 
the Coroner from murdered innocence, soften 
the harsh outlines of the bony decorations. 
Skulls with phosphorescent eyes in them 
stand upon the whatnots—or whatsnot, per- 
haps I should say—here and there. 


Allis cheery and appetizing, especially to 
the weary mind and the tired and spent 
brain. Here we see several white, ghost- 
dance garments from Wounded Knee upon 
which the blood yet looks nice and fresh. 
Here isa large westward hoe with which an 
irritated farmer killed several of his chil- 
aren in an unguarded moment. Over yonder 
is the somewhat battered and knockkneed 
charger formerly belonging to Herod’s some- 
what morbid daughter. 

Many relics, from the early history of crime 
and horror to that of the present day, are 
here—here to please, to beguile and to per- 
petuate. Yonder is the cloven helmet of a 
Haymarket policeman, and back of it a model 
of the gallows on which the Aparchists were 
hanged. 

Comfortable solitude is said to be the object 
ofthe London club, and in this respect it is 
doubtless modeled after the Whitechapel 
Club of Chicago. Solitude, surrounded by a 
wealth of brass knuckles, highbinders’ Knives 
with fresh gore on them, freshened each day 
by the Armour abattoirs, and skeletons from 
which ever and anon a vertebra, a patella or 
a few phalanges fall with a startling yet sod- 
den plunk on the deadened floor, may surely 
be found here. 

The Whitechapel Club of Chicago was en- 
dowed some two years ago by Jack the Ripper 
forthe purpose of engendering a more fra- 

rnal feeling toward humanity, and also to 
encourage thought wavés. Realizing the un- 
certainty of life, he desired, he said, to per- 
petuate his name in this way.

APPROVED MANNER OF ROBBING THE 
WINDS OF THEIR PROMENADES. 


Proper Process Minutely Described—The 
Classic First Position and the Suicidal 
Second—How to Care for a Rasor— How 
to Prepare Your Face, | 


There isa popular impression among those 
who ze a barber from two to seven 
times a week that nota great many people 
shave themselves. That this impression is 
decidediy erroneous may be easily learned by 


sands of ile who shave themselves and 
the custom is dally growing. The idea that 
time is money is all right, but the other 
idea that time spent in waiting fora ‘‘turn’’ 
ina barber shop is money saved is being ex- 
ploded. For men of leisure and means the 
luxury ofa finely upholstered barber chair, 
the manipulation of a cleanly, expert barber, 
who uses only the best materials and the 
keenest tools, is not to be called into ques- 
tion, says the New York Press. 

That there is skilland industry required to 
get intothe practice of shaving one’s self 
goes without saying. There are many men 
who would prefer to shave themselves if they 
only knew how to doit. With the view of 
getting some intelligent instruction upon 


| this matter for the benefit of such, as well as 


for his own accommodation, the writer, who 
never shaves himself, called upon one of the 
most Intelligent barbers inthe city and re- 
quested him to giveina brief but clear way 
the necessary directions for shaving. He 
willingly complied, and here isin substance 
what he said: 


How to Hold a Racor. 

When you are going to shave yourself pro- 
pare your lather from some pure soap with 
either warm or cold water (warm water pre- 
ferred) until it comes to the consistency of 
cream, and apply it to the face witha pliable 
brush. You will then, if you desire the beard 
to cut without much resistance, rub the lath- 
ered surface vigorously with the thumb and 
third and fourth fingers, lathering anew 
when you have rubbed sufficiently. Open the 
razor wide, grasp it firmly by the shank and 
handle and pass it rapidly up and down a 
canvas strap, reversing the blade with each 
stroke. Next apply the Diade to a Russia 
leather strap made for the purpose. A good 
and well made razor strap, with two or four 
sides, will answer the same purpose. Plac- 
ing yourself before a mirror, with a bit of 
clean paper, free from grit, conveniently 
near, open the razor a little more than half 
way and you have reached the frst position, 
which is this: 


**Grasping the foreshank of the razor gen 
ur but firmly with the thumb and three 
fingers, and looping the little finger in the 
crescent of the shank, begin opposite the ear 
and work downward over the cheek toward 
the chin with a sort of saw motion, for the 
razor, you know, isa delicate saw.

A MARTYR PHILOSOPHER. 


A CUP OF HEMLOCK THAT GAVE IMMOR- 
TALITY TO THE FAME OF SOKEATES. 


Like Some Philosophers of the Present Day 
He Was a Crank—His Mode of Life—He 
Was the Great Cross-Examiner—His 
Death. 


Of the great men of antiquity little, asa 
rule, is known of their personal character- 
istics, Sokratesisa conspicuous exception. 
For probably more than thirty years he was 
seen daily and noted daily by nearly every 
man in Athens. His manner of life made him 
conspicuous, his manner of death made him 
great. Everybody knows how much the 
shafts of detraction have been averted, or at 
leagt blunted, how much fervor of eulogy has 
been increased in the cases of Lincoln and 
Garfield by their assassination. As the bullets 
of Booth and of Guiteau were potent friends 
to the fame of those two men, so the cup of 
hemlock has bestowed immortality, a splen- 
did immortality, upon the fame of Sokrates. 
Yet Sokrates deserves fame. 

Sokrates was born at Athens in , B. C. 
His father, Sophroniskus, was a sculptor 
and the son in early life pursued the same 
calling and attained considerable skill. He 
also became an infantry soldier in the Athen- 
lan army and made a winter campaign as 
far north as Thrace. In this campaign he 
wore the same clothes in winter as in sum- 
mer, and constantly went barefoot, despising 
not only the cold but, what was almost as 
bad, the flinty rock of that mountainous re- 
gion. To the last day of his life Sokrates 
went bareloot summer and winter. He 
hardly changed his clothes forthe seasons; 
nor, would a change have been of much 
avail for throughout life his garments 
were always in rags. His person was large, 
robust, uncouth. His face was the ugliest 
that can be imagined. His nose was broad, 
fat, with nostrils opening outward dis- 
agreeably; his lips thick and coarse; his 
complexion almost repulsive for tts pale- 
ness; his eyes bold, protruding, crab- 
like. That sucha person should have been 
esteemed a crank if not an idiot would not 
have been strange, but for the fact that his 
pallid cheek, his African nose, his African 
Ups and his crab’s eyes were crowned by a 
forehead, broad, high, massive. Hideously 
ugly as nature had made dim, nature had 
also made Sokrates great. 

SOKRATES A CRANE. 

In his youth Sokrates conceived that he was, 
as spiritualists would say, under a control, 
that he was guided by a spirit, a daimonion, 
a supernatural intelligence. He held that 
this Gaimonion was faithful in restraining, 
but did not direct. In these days Spiritualists 
would say that he was mediumistic, but that 
his spiritual guide was negative, not arma 
tive. During all his life he believed firmly 
in his being the subject of this 
Celestial guidance. On no occasion would he 
ignore its monitions. He spoke of it to 
strangers with whom he talked as readily as 
to friends, and as freely as he would speak of 
his health or other personal matters, 
yet with ostentation. He did not 
claim that it gave him prophetic or 
other supernatural power, but simply that it 
guided his own conduct to the extent of 
checking him. Joan d' Are, George Fox and 
a few others have claimed peculiar Divine in- 
fluence, but only for special service or on 
special occasions. Sokrates stands alone in 
having claimed an ever-present, ever-active 
and life-long supernal guide. His claim of 
having this monitor is unique in having been 


that a single utterance or act of his long lle 
was prompted by his daimonion. It was for 
the guidance of his own conduct alone, 
never disclaimed yet never boasted 
of. Joan d' Are, Fox and such were 
enthusiasts, and possibly in the intellectual 
make-up of each there was a screw loose. 
But amore sober-minded, sedate man than 
Sokrates never lived. That such a man, re- 
Ugious, but not specially religious, without 
possibility of bad motive, should claim the 
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osophy is misleading. He taught no system 
of was not learned. His 
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citizenship. Are you, he asked a thousand 
times, sufficiently instructed in human 
things that you seek to pry into 
divine things? His thoughts were more 
startling for their novelty than valu- 
able for their profundity. He 
assumed to instruct. On the contrary he 
professed ignordnce, at times, ostentatious- 
ly, and asked questions as if to be himself 
instructed. He reasone1 by asking 
questions—a method to this day called the 
Sokratic method of disputation. Morning, 
noon and night, summer and winter, this 
pale, thick-Upped, flat - nosed, barefooted, 
gogsle-eyed creature, dressed like a scare - 
crow, wandered through the streets of the 
most refined and splendid city of the world, 
talking, talking, talking to persons of every 
rank, of every vocation and every grade of 
intelligence and never in his life receiving 
one penny of compensation. 
XANTHIPPE. 

His wife, Xanthippe, is the typical scold. 
Probably the world has treated her badly. 
She seems to have been a good, domestic, in- 
dustrious and worthy woman. She reared 
three children. How she managed to keep 
the pot boiling, her husband being, as to the 
question of support, the most worthless man 
in the world, nobody knows. Leading a life 
of toil and shut off from hope of improve- 
ment in her condition, no wonder that she 
was at times fretful. And when he would 
bring home with him some of his admirers 
and found her in the suds and with 
only scraps for the table, who blames 
her if her patience gave out and she gave her 
sovereign lord a piece of her mind. King 
Lear says: lam a man more sinned against 
than sinning.’’ Such was Xanthippe’s case. 
Sokrates is applauded for having accepted 
her feminine eloquence in submissive silence. 
Little praise to him forthat. Silence became 
him until he could bring home a sack of flour 
or leg of mutton. It needs hardly be stated 
that Sokrates was extremely simple in fare 
and even abstem! Yet on occasion it was 
otherwise. At a banquet, he drank wine by 
oceans. His robust frame was able to bear 
more without gree under the table than any 
other man, and he drank more. He made 
amends for his habitual abstemiousness en- 
forced by poverty. 

SOKRATES’ SERVICE. 

If Sokrates was, as to material things, not 
a producer, was a non-productive consumer, 
if he produced no new system of thought, 
no new theory, no new idea, what service did 
he render? To answer this question it must 
be repeated that he was the Great Cross-Ex- 
aminer. He saw that men had not begun 
to reflect, that no man examined funda- 
mentally any opinion that he held, that hence 
all of, so-called knowledge was only sham 
knowledge. Sokrates’ task was to expose 
the shamness of sham knowledye. Affecting 
ignorance in himself, he did this by ques- 
tions. If a man spoke of beauty, ‘‘What 
then is beauty? Ifa man declareda thing 
useful, What is it to be useful?“ To 
the answer ofthe luckless weight—univer- 
sally a ridiculous answer—a series of ques- 
tions followed and soon the collocutor saw 
himself a fool and an object of derision to by- 
standers. No man Ilkesto be even called a 
fool except by himself, but especially no man 
HMHkes tobe proved a fool, and Sokrates has 
made another enemy. Thus daily he was 
ensnaring men by questions; thus daily he 
was exposing them to ridicule; thus daily he 
was making more men hate him. It is not 
difficult to see that a man of ave capac- 
ity, spending 365 days in the year for thirty 
years in asking questions in order to ensnare 
men would acquire a sum in his art that 
would make him a terror. Besides, it is not dif- 
ficult to ask puzzling questions. on 
Change to-morrow noon or tothe Law Li- 
brary to-morrow night andask fora defini- 
tion of beauty or of wisdom and how many 
true answers will you get. Sokrates“

Of this visit nothing 
more compromising of Sokrates can be as 
serted , but it is certain that he might have been 
in better business than being the adviser of 
-Theodota as to the best mode of extendin 
her business. Yet there are few men again 
whom 60 little can be said, for doubtless his 
purpose was not to encourage immorality 
but simply to have a chat with a beautiful 
and chatty woman. 


INDICTMENT AND TRIAL. 

In the year B. C. 699 three men, Meletus, 
Anytus and Lykon, formally charged Sokrates 
with ‘‘not worshipping the gods whom the 
city worships but introducing new gods, and 
with being a corrupter of youths. Penalty, 
death.’’ One feels a mixture of astonishment 
and disgust that a man conspicuous in Athens 
for thirty years, whether regarded as a 
philosopher or a loafer, still conspicuous ag 
uncouth, ragged, bare-footed, flat-nosed 
thick-lipped, goggle-eyed, a man who had 
not changed his teachings, who, in fact, had 
taught nothing new, should be arraigned at 
that late day on such charges. But, absurd 
as they were, the charges had to be met. He 
could be tried only before the dikastery, 
a body consisting of more than 0 com- 

of men of all pursults from sign 
painter downtowell digger, ignerant and 
vulgar. Such was the court that tried and 
sentenced Sokrates. Probably with four out 
of ve of them the accused had conversed 
and had shown them—unpardonable ofense— 
that they were foois. Onthecharge that he 
had introduced false gods it was easy to 
rove that ne had claimed his daimonion, 
ut this, at the worst, was only a personal 
guide. He had been a corrupter of youth 
Only in the sense that he had taught young 
men to obey reason in preference to any other 
authority, not that he commended fillal dt 
obedience or other vice. Burns might have 
been indicted and put to death on the same 
ground for the verse: 
‘The reverend graybeards raved and stormed 
That beardless laddies 
Should think they better were informed 
Than their auld daddies.’’ 

Sokrates inculcated respect for reason, but 
never fillal disloyalty. 

A friend recommended to Sokrates that he 
prepare tor bistrial. ‘‘Suppose you. said 
Sokrates, that I have not all my life been 
preparing for this thing. A lawyer of 
eminence prepared hima speech m answer. 
He declined it. ‘‘Twice have l attempted to 
consider the matter of my defense and twice 
has my daimonion opposedit.’’ It is not to 
be doubted that Sokrates regarded his con- 
viction and threatened death penalty with 
indifference, and it is probable that he 
courted them. He was not unmindful ofa 
martyr’s glory. In his speech to the dlkast 
ery, referring to a martyr Of the past, he 
says, condemned undeservedly, he furnishes | 
to this very day more noble suPjects for 
praise, ete. He said, too, among his 
friends that a man at 70 had at best but a few 
years before him, and they years of infirmity. 
My sight will grow dim, my hearing heavy, 
less capable of learning or more liable to for- 
get what I have already learned. Undoubt- 
edly he contemplated a martyr’s death at his 
then advanced age as desirable. He managed 
accordingly. As already stated, he made 
no preparation for his trial and declined 
proffered aid. In his defense hip bearing, If 
not absolutely indecorous, was at least 
haughty. He assumed superiority to his 
judges. The vote was taken on the question, 
guilty or not guilty. In a body numbering 
more than five hundred the majority in favor 
of guilty was only gor 7. With the slightest 
wisdom of management this trifling majority 
for conviction would have meant 4 mere 
nominal punishment. Evidently Sokrates was 
bent on becoming a martyr. According to 
the law of Athens the accuser named a pen- 
alty, in this case death. After the accused ts 
found guilty, he himself also named a penalty 
and the dikastery could only Nx one or other

The recent death of Prince Jerome Bona- 
parte has recalled with interest the famous 
escapades of Joseph Bonaparte, the elder 
brother of Napoleon, who spent seventeen 
years ofhis existence on American soil and 
enjoyed his life here, perhaps, as much as 
any other portion of his variegated career. 

Among all the brothers and sisters of the 
great Corsican Joseph was probably Napo- 
jeon’s favorite. During the height of his 
power he made him ruler of the two Sicilies, 
King of Naples and King of Spain. The 
elder brother proved a lenient ruler 
ana a careful manager of the 
dominions under his cars. His 
positions were by no means sinecures, but he 
filled them well.

Joseph urged 
that he be allowed to takethe place of his 
brother, alleging that from their similarity of 
appearance they could effect an exchange 
and Napoleon could come to America. 
Napoieon would not do it, however, and went 
to St. Helene, while his brother, taking the 
assumed title of Count de Surveliiers, reached 
the United States in safety. Napoleon spoke 
most kindly of his brother when at St. Hele- 
na, and thus described him: ‘‘Joseph is very 
Ine me, but handsomer. He has no ambition 
and is far too good to ever be a great man. 

The whole lite of Joseph henceforth reads 
Uke a romance, the most extraordinary of 
adventures and experiences falling to his lot. 

He brought vast sums of money with him to 
America and established two homes for hi- 
self and his retinue, one at Philadelphia and 
one at Point Breeze, N. J., and his familly as 
well as the distant relations who frequently 
visited him, were made most comfortable. 
When Lafayette made his famous trip to 
America he was entertained at the Bonaparte 
mansion. 

His choice of a country seat was curious. 
Going over into New York where the great 
Northern unexplored region borders on civili- 
gation one comes on a pretty triangular lake 
known as Bonaparte Lake. Here he spent 
two seasons. In what is now the town of 
Diana, and which has less than a hundred 
houses, he purchased several thousand acres 
of wild forest, including the lake, and 
making a magnificent domain. Inthe midst 
of it, near a little hamlet called Natural 
Bridge, he made his headquarters and built a 
spacious mansion that is still pointed out to 
the curious visitor. The old settlers who re- 
side in the neighborhood delight to relate 
stories of the grandeur of which they, dur- 
ing his stay, caught their first and only 


glimpee. 
HIS WOODLAND HOME. 

The house was modeled after one of the old 
chateaux of Spainand had its turrets and 
walls as ifit had been hundreds of years 
old. Money was poured out like water to 
effect its construction. Wood was plenty but 
workmen were not, and roads were con- 
structed through the forest to convey labor- 
ersand their supplies to the new edifice. 
Laxurious apartments and furnishings were 
lavished upon the great rambling structure 
and the guests who were entertained at it 
were more than surprised at such gorgeous- 
ness in the midst of the woods. 

Not content with this, a large wigwamor 
log house was constructed on the shore of the 
lake for the use of hunting parties, and 
an orgy did the various expeditions led by 
fallen royalty enjoy inside its spacious walls. 
The wigwam was burned by a forest fire sev- 
eral years ago. 

The profuse hospitality of the mansion be- 
came noted the country over. Bonaparte 
would come out from Albany with a retinue 
of servants, and sometimes a hundred or 
more guests, and hold gay carnival for weeks 
ata time, during which the whole country 
was made to ring with their joy. Especially 
was ita rendezvous for the exiled ones of 
France, thousands of whom came to America 
after the fall of Napoleon. They wended their 
way through the forests to reach the home of 
‘*The Good Joseph,’’ and were never disap- 
pointed. Nomatter what was the duty of 
hour he was always willing to stop and care 
for his unfortunate countrymen. 

He was fond of s -telling and always 
prefaced his adventures with, When I was 
King of Spain,’’ or ‘‘When I was ruler of the 
two Steines. The most common of his 
workmen were as frequently regaled with his 
anecdotes as his aristocratic guests, Joseph

MY SUPERNATURAL Aba 


In Which Are Related Some True Stories 
of Strange Events.

As long ago as 1876,a story was published 
in the 6 Magazine, called Aut 
Diabolu, aut nihil.’’ About two years ago a 
somewhat enlarged version of the same tale, 
with the same title, appeareil in Black- 
wood’s Magazine, in London. Whether the 
second version was a clean steal, or whether 
the author of the first himself rewrote and 
republished it, I don’t know; at any rate it 
was an uncommonly good story. 

The gist of it was that acompany of young 

men of birth and educationin Paris were in 
the habit of assembling periodically for a cer- 
tain mysterious purpose, An outsider, hav- 
ing secretly obtained admission, saw 
his place of concealment behind a curtain a 
handsome square room with a bare, polished 
floor and without furniture, briliiantly 
lighted by gas jets along the cornices. The 
company of young men in evening dress 
stood round the room in a circle, with hands 
joined, and chanted some sort of incantation. 
As it proceeded a species of excitenfent was 
infused into them—an electric sympathy of 
will and definite purpose. The chant grew 
more intense; at length they prostrated 
themselves, and, bending forward, kissed 
the polished floor simultaneously. Where- 
upon the onlooker became aware that an- 
other figure was standing in the center of the 
circle. He was very tall, of stately figure, 
ciad like the rest of the company in full dress; 
his hair was biack and crisp, and his counte- 
nance refined, polished and haughty. He 
gianced down at his worshiperswith an ex- 
pression of condescension, of scorn, of sa- 
tanic composure, such as could belong only 
to His Diabolic Majesty himself; until the 
profound, fastidious wickedness of the whole 
performance drew an involuntary exclama- 
tion from the observer; the lights went out; 
in the pitchy darkness he felt himself seized 
and hurried away, and by a fortunate accli- 
dent he lived to tell the tale. 
This, I say, is an excellent story; but it 
might conceivably be true. The conjuring 
up of spirits is an ancient practice. Let a 
number of persons, animated by a consensus 
of purpose and desire, met together, arrange 
themselves in symbolic order and attitude, 
simuijate and intensify their common object 
by izing words and gestures—and 
they will presently work themselves and 
one another up to a pitch of expectant atten- 
tion, the effect whereof upon their minds and 
senses it would not be easy to exaggerate. 
The apparition evoked by the young Parisians 
was nothing less than the essence of their 
combined conception of the Eni Principle: 
The figure resembled them much as the 
‘‘composite photographs’’ lately in vogue, 
unite the prevailing traits of the contributing 
individuals intoa derivative of them all; it 
would have been strange if an objective re- 
sult had not been obtained. We may say, of 
course, that the result, while seeming to be 
objective, was in fact subjective; but what, 
after all, is a spirit? 

Confident anticipation and concerted action 
are all that is necessary to raise the devil, or 
any other specter. To the same order of 
phenomena belong the ‘‘manipulation’’ of 
spiritualism. In spiritualistic circles the 
tables become the medium of sympathy or 
magnetic communion between the persons 
who sit around. I have been amused dy the 
efforts of sceptical persons to prove that 
‘*table tipping’’ is the result of prank or of 
unconscious muscular action on the part of 
the sitters. ‘‘I belleve in God Almighty,’’ 
said one gentleman to me, quite seriously, 
„and I know he wouldn’t come down here to 
work any such nonsense! Netther, I sup- 
pose, would he, through the medium of ruf- 
flAans, murder innocent people, or cause 
any other iniquitous or ridiculous act; 
nevertheless, the world is full of folly and in- 
iquity. The gentleman’s statement had no 
application to the matter in hand. The table

Besides, admitting that the contents 
of your memory and the springs of your 
character lie open to planchette, to make 
therefrom such selections and combinations 
as it chooses—how does it doit? How do the 
contents of your mind get into the piece of 
tobacco-box, and how does it contrive to 
write them out? 

I have spoken of the attraction of a mag- 
net. If you bold a Hall piece of iron close to 
a strong magnet you feel a slight pull. The 
pull the planchette gives to your fingers, 
when it proceeds on its perigrinations, is 
very similartothis. But, in writing out a 
word it pulls ina dozen different. directions 
within the space ofa few seconds. The ef- 
fect is not like that of a machine, however 
complex, or of a body obeying fixed and in- 
evitable laws, but ofan independent person- 
ality, endowed with intelligence, purpose 
and memory. For it remembe what it has 
said and done in the past and knows what it 
is about to do. Our planchette, in 
answer to questions suggested by its 
own answers, related to us, in dally 
installments extending over three weeks, a 
long story comprising upwards of ten thou- 
sand words. It was so good a story that it 
was afterwards accepted and published by a 
leading periodical, word for word as it was 
originally written down, and from beginning 
to end there was not an inconsistency. Nor 
was it all written through the mediumship of 
one pair of people; a dozen different couples, 
at different times, sat down to the work, and 
the tale proceeded wuninterruptedly. In 
short, the complete story must have been 
stored up in planchette’s ‘‘mind’’ before it 
began to write it. 

After we have become accustomed to the 
thing and familiar with its ways many queer 
peculiarities are noticed. Planchette has no 
morality and no regard for truth. H we ask 
it a question as to a matter of fact or about 
something inthe future, its reply is always 
ready and generally very explicit, but never 
true save by accident. By far the best method 
is to let it take the lead in the conversation. 
‘‘Will you write, Planchette?’’ Tes.“ 
„Well, who ts writing?’’ John Smith’’ (or 
any other imaginary person). You now pro- 
ceed to question John Smith on any imagina- 
ble detail of his person, his life, death, occu- 
pation, desires, recollections, purposes and 
sentiments. By and by John becomes a hu- 
man and recognizable individual to you, and 
you are even able to tell by the pre 
sensation in the nerves whether it is John or 
some one else who ig about to write the next 
sentence. Planchette never confesses its own 
dramatis persons. Sometimes three or four 
different persons (to call them that) will 
each write a sentence one after another; but 
the sentences are all characteristic in style 
and conception. Occasionally I have seen 
twocommunicants contend for the posses- 
sion of planchette, jerking it away from each 
other, tripping up each other’s writing, 
fighting, in a word, like twoangry children, 
and in one instance breaking the pencil in 
their struggle. Planchette often betrays 
faults of temper, vanity, mirth, R 
scorn—all manner of human foibles. ‘‘Tell 
Mary, it once suddenly wrote, breaking in 
upon some yarn it was spinning, ‘‘that she 
had better shut up. Now Mary did not 
have her hands on pianchette, but she was 
sitting at the table attracting our attention 
by making frivolous remarks. Planchette 
always wants the whole attention of every- 
body in sight, andis aptto grow sulky or 
abusive if this is not accorded,

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The Place Where a Remarkable Man 
Passed His Last Hours on Earth.

The Dominican Friar Girolano Savanarola 
was undoubtedly one of the most remarkable 
martyrsto thedespotism and superstitious 
fanaticism of the middle ages. He suffered 
death by fre on the 23dof May, 149, on the 
Piazza Della Signoria in Florence. ' 

Savonarola was born at Ferrara in 162. He 
belonged to a highly respected family, and 
was destined by his father for the medical 
profession. But the young man did not take 
Kindly to that science, and in Apr, 1475, 
joined the Order of Dominicans at Bologna. 
In 1482 Lorenzo di Medici, the wise 
and venerable Regent. of  Flor- 
ence, persueded him to enter the 
Abbey of San Marco in that city. There Sav- 
onarola developed great elocutionary force, 
and was soon afterwards chosen Prior of the 
Abbey. He made fierce war upon the abuses 
of papistry and ministry, and endeavored to 
reform not only his own convent, but 
to carry his stringent measures every- 
where. Lorenzo di Medici diel &

1492, and was succeeded by his son Pietro, 
a weakling in every respect. At that time 
Savonarola began to invade the political 
field, prophesied a revolution, and emphe- 
sized particularly the necessity of a political 
regeneration of Italy. [Pietro di Medici made 
many blunders and acted so unwisely 
that he gained for himself even the 
enmity of Emperor Charles VIII., 
in consequence of which Savonarola had 
ample play. In 1494 Emperor Obarles visited 
Italy, and the city fathers of Florence profited 
by the opportunity to have Pietro removed 
and exiled. Savonarola became the idol of the 
people, and was placed at the helm of affairs. 
But the; ferceness of his attacks and the 
cruelty with which he proceeded towards 
some citizens, who favored the reinstatement 
of Pietro—he had them executed—increased 
the number of his enemies, among whom 
was also Pope Alexander VI., whom he had 
attacked. The latter prohibited him from 
preaching by threatening him with excom- 
munication. But Savonarola would not de- 
gist. In the meantime the populace also be- 
gan to turn against him, because his prayers 
-would not ward off starvation and pestilence, 
with which the country had been afiicted. 

Besides he made the unpardonable mistake 
of having the works of Dante, Boccacio and 
F burned at the stake. Encouraged

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


THE GREAT GATHERING IN FLORENCE 
OF CHRISTIANS OF ALL NATIONS. 


History and Work of the Alliance—Its 
Aims and Scope—Programme of the 
Present Meeting and Forecast of the 


Proceedings. 


New Yorx, April 4.—To-day, in the precise 
spot where Savonarola suffered death in the 
city of Florence, Italy, are in session repre- 
sentatives of Christians of all nations under 
the designation of the Evangelical Alliance. 
The assembly convened yesterday and will 
continue its meetings daily until and includ- 
ing Sunday, the 12th inst. It embraces dele- 
gates from all European branches of the 
Alliance and from various parts of Asia, from 
Canada and the United States. The Ameri- 
can delegates held a preliminary meeting in 
the Grand Hotel New Tork,“ Florence, 
yesterday afternoon. 

The prestige of the Assembly and the ex- 
pectations regarding it will make welcome a 
hasty glance at its principles and history. 
For the accomplishment of its results it re- 
lies solely on the power of truth and love. It 
had its origin in the widespread desire of 
evangelical Christians for a closer union, 
for its own sake, and the better to resist and 
overcome superstition on the one hand and 
infidelity on the other. The union it contem- 
plates is spiritual and practical, but not or 
ganic. It has no official and legislative prov 
ince and does not intermeddle in the affairs 
of denominations, nor seek to modify their 
politics save as its unifying influences indi- 
rectly contribute to that result. The Alu- 
ance held in Freemason’s Hall, in London, 
Aug. 19-23, 1846. About 80 persons 
were present, among whom 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, Baptists, 
Methodists, Latherans, Reformed Mo- 
ravians and others. Distinguished di- 
vines, preachers and philanthropists from 
England, Scotland, Germany, France, 
Switzerland and the United States took part 
in the deliberations. They adopted nine doc- 
trinal articles, notas a binding creed or con- 
fession, but as an expression of the essen- 
tial consensus of evangelical Christians whom 
it seemed desirable to embrace in the All- 
ance.’’ These articlesare broad enough to 
comprehend nearly all varieties of Protes- 
tantism, necessarily excluding, it would ap- 
pear, only Quakers and Universalists, the 
former of whom do not accept the doctrine of 
the divine institution of the ministry, while 
the latter deny that there shall be an 
punishment of the wicked. 

THE AM*RICAN BRANCH. 

The American branch of the organization 
was founded in 1867. It adopted the nine 
London articles with an explanatory and 
qualifying preamble, the most important 
feature of which is its emphatic affirmation 
of ‘‘the divine-human person and atoning 
work of our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 

The Alliance thud organized has extended 
its branches throughout the Protestant world. 
They are to be found in all continental coun- 
tries and in the East Indies, Turkey, Aus- 
tralia, Brazil and Japan. Nowhere, how- 
ever, does the Alliance flourish more 
vigorously than in the United States, where, 
from the equality of all religions before the 
law, results the widest appreciation of re- 
lig ious freedom and the grandest opportunity 
in the history of the race to realize the idea 
of universal Christian brotherhood. 

The services of the Alliance tothe cause of 
religious liberty have been many and con- 
tinuous. It early aided insecuring in the 
countries of Southern Europe the relaxation 
of penal laws against dissenters. Early, also, 
in its history, it secured the release of the 
Madiai family in Tuscany, and of Matamoros, 
Carrasco and their friends, who, during the 
reign of Queen Isabella, in Spain, were con- 
demned to the galleys for reading the Bibie 
and holding private devotional meetings. It

Dr. Bernays Says the Board Will Upset 
Dr. Bond’s Plans—Rival Colleges Still 
Belaboring One Another and Music in 
the Air—The Examining Board Feature 
Generally Approved.

pill in Jefferson City last week if has caus 
some pretty plain speaking between rival 
colleges in St. Louis since that time and is 
still full of interesting possibilities in the way 
of professional warfare that may attract con- 
siderable public attention in the near future. 

For some reason or other the fight follow- 
ing the defeat of the three years’ bill seems 
to have narrowed down until it rests largely 
between the Missouri Medical College, which 
has recently adopted the three years’ term, 
andthe Marion-Sims College, which 1s still 
classed as a two- years“ institution. These 
two colleges were the most active in working 
for and against the bill, and when Dr.. H. 
hond, the Dean of Marion- Sims. returned 
triumphant to 8t. Louis after its defeat, he 
found considerable hot water awaiting him, 
with a large statt ot Missouri Medical people 
and their friends stirring the boiling liquid. 
since that day the rival war cries of ‘‘a two 
years’ term for a college course’’ or ‘‘a three 
years’ term for a college course“ have be- 
come almost as 
ever famous ‘‘buff-trip slip for a 8 cent 
fare!’’ and they are still causing the medical 
welkin to ring cheerily. 

THE REAL INSTIGATORS SILENT. 

In the midst of the fray the staid old St. 
Louls Medical College, ever the stronghold of 
St. Louts' greatest surgeon, the late Dr. John 
T. Hodgen, and the official State Board of 
Health. are keeping a discreet silence 
while the Missour! Medical and the Marion- 
Sims Colleges go at it hammer-and-tongs 
and Kilkenny-cat fashion. 

Yet there isa growing suspicion that those 
two institutions are more nearly responsible 
for the fray than the two now finishing the 
fight. It is said that the bill was largely 
drawn up under direction of Dr. Geo. W. 
Homan, Secretary of the state Board of 
Health. It was done by Dr. Homan in his 
official capacity, but by a strange coincidence 
it also happens that Dr. Homan is one of the 
faculty of the St. Louis Medical College. This 
fact promises to bring those two shrinking 
institutions into the front of battle, and 
when that is done the list of possible com- 
batants will be completed, and the ‘‘dogs of 
war’’ will be let loose with a vociferous tin 
can attachment to every tail. 

Just at present, however, the St. Louis 
Medical College is still inclined to keep mod- 
estly in the background. Dr. Elisha H. Greg- 
ory, Dean of the college faculty, Was seen at 
his residence last night by a Post-DisPaToH | 
reporter and asked for an expression of 
opinion upon the ‘‘irrepressible confiiect,*’ 

DR. GREGORY'S VIEWS. 

have none to give, sald Dr. Gregory, 
with an appreciative smile over the situation. 
“The St. Louls Medical College is not in this 
fight at all. For thirteen years past our 
college has required .three terms of 
eight months each as necessary before 
a diploma authorizing a man to practice 
medicine would be given. Indeed, we have 
done morethan this. We have practically 
expressed ourselves in favor of a four years’ 
course, and we always advise our students to 
take the fourth term of study. It is not, 
however, obligatory upon them to do so. 

‘‘Do you consider it possible, Doctor, for a 
student in two years’ time to acquire that 
knowledge of medicine necessary to a prac- 
ticing physician in these days?“ 

Most emphatically I do not. Of course 
exceptionally brightand talented young men 
might qualify themselves intwo years’ time 
by unremitting study and application, but 
the rule would notapply to the average stu- 
dent. Idonot really think three years is 
longenough. Most of the European coun- 
tries demand a much longer medical course 
than that, Germany, I believe, requiring a 
seven-years collegiate course for its physi- 
cians.’’ 

‘Then you would be in favor of legislation 
that should make at least three years’ study 
of medicine obligatory before a diploma 
could be granted?’’ 

No, I should not,“ answered the old Dean 
With another diplomatic smile. That's a 
question to be settled by the college them- 
selves. There's no use in going to lav about 
It. Let every college stand upon its own con- 
Victions in the matter, fix the length of its 
own course and then abide by the conse- 
quences. The St. Louis Medical College has 
done this for thirteen years now, and it pro- 
poses to stand on that same basis in the fu- 
ture. 

DR. ROBINSON NON-COMMITTAL. 

Dr. F. G. Robinson was next asked for an 
expression of opinion, but was busy when 
seen by the reporterand declined to discuss 
the question for that reason. Dr. Robinson 
was asked especially as to certain Outside in- 
fluence from high quarters at Jefferson City 
rumored to have been Drought to bear to se- 
cure the defeat of the three years’ bill.

DR. HUGHES DEFENDS MARION-SIMS. 

Dr. C. H. Hughes, one of the faculty of the 
Marion-Sims College, in the course of a con- 
versation defended the two-years’ course of 
that college. He said that the examination 
of students entering for the course was of 
such a high grade that they, if accepted, 
were of necessity farther advanced than

DR. LUTZ TALKS EMPHATICALLY. 

Dr. Frank J. Lutz was most pronounced in 
his expressions favoring a collegiate course 
of at least three terms. 

The question ought not, however, he 
said, to be allowed to narrow down to a 
matter of rivalry between different medical 
colleges. It is too broad and important to be 
cheapened in that way. I am most decidedly 
in favor of legislation fixing the medical col- 
legiate course at least at three years. Why, 
even now, m the States of New York, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Illinois, Montana, North 
Dakota and Colorado, the graduates of 
two-year course colleges are not 
allowed to practice, and in Minnesota every 
practitioner must first pass an examination 
before a State Examining Board, regardless 
of his diploma, before he receives a ligense. 
In Europe the law is even more strict. Take 
such a little country as Sweden for instance, 
and there a seven years’ course is obligatory, 
in addition toa preliminary classical course, 
which must be certified to before the appli- 
cant can enter the medical college. lam 
told that Belgium is the only European 
country where a three years’ course 
is not made obligatory. I am 
also strongly in favor of a 
State Examining Board, and three years ago, 
when I was President of the State Medical 
Society, I strongly urged the establishment of 
sucha board, thus anticipating Dr. Bond by 
a considerable time. My college, the Beau- 
mont, is really only a two-years’ college, but 
there is nevera student there who does not 
study three terms before receiving his 
diploma. I insist upon it as a necessity be- 
fore they can be duly qualified to practice 
medicine.’’ 

DR. BERNAYS THROWS A BOMB. 

Dr. A. C. Bernays, Professor of Anatomy 
and Clerical Surgery at the St. Louis College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, was seen next. 

What do you think is the true inwardness 
of the controversy between Dr. Bond and the 
Missouri Medical College, doctor?’’ 

This isnot a war between two medical 
colleges at all, and the fact is that the bitter- 
ness ofthe fight depends upon material in- 
terests and is based on the pecuniary or bus!- 
ness aspect of medical colleges, much more 
than upon any educational principle. 

The St. Louis Medical College, with which 
Dr. Homan, the Secretary of the Board of 
Health, is connected has been running a three 
years course for eight years. The result has 

been that the number of students at this in- 
stitution has dwindled down from 150 to about 
50, and it is a fact that were it not for a dental 
appendage, this institution would be much 
worse off financially than it 18. 

The Missouri Medical College has been 
running a two year course and has had over 
200 students right along, and only this session 
has the three year system been adopted by it. 
This institution intends starting a dental an- 
nex, Ihear, and this will undoubtedly be an 
excellent move, because the dental depart 
ment acts as a feeder, and is no mean help- 
mate toa medical college. 

he Beaumont Medical College has also 
adopted the three year system. as have also 
the homceopathic and eclectic schools. 

The adoption of the three-year course by 
these institutions drives a very large con- 
tingent of medical students to the short 
course schools. The Marion-Sims School, 

which was started last year on the two-year 
p> opened with 180 students, whilst the 

ege of Physicians and Surgeons, which 
hag also been conducting a two-year course, 
had 192 students. These two schools will be 
greatly benefited by the new departure 
made by the others, providing they can con- 
tinue to graduate students in two years, and 
the long course colleges Knowing this, are 
trying to enforce compulsory legislation to 
this efiect. 

PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS. 

‘*So far as the college is concerned, with 
which Iam connected, youmay say that it 
Will always conform to the law, will favor 
any measure tending towards the advance- 
ment and elevation of medical education,and 
we are sorry thata uniform course of study 
has not been adopted. 

In the recent fight at Jeflerson City, in 
which Dr. Bond succeeded in defeating the 
representatives of the other schools, the 
argument which seems to have had the 
greatest weight with our statesmen was that 
the length of time spent in study was not the 
proper criterion by which a student’s ac- 
quirements can be judged. It was claimed 
that an examining board was the proper 
tribunal before which the qualifications of 
candidates should be tested. This position 
implies that the diploma of medical colleges 
must not carry with it the licensing power. 

Tho logical outcome of this holding would 
be that a man might come before the board 
for examination and not have attendeda 
medical college at all. He might have ac- 
quired his knowledge by private study under 
a professor. 

The enforcement of a three-year course 
would not only benefit those colleges who 
have been losing students, but it would in- 
jure the younger schools much more seriously 
than it would the older ones. I think that all 
agree that a uniform course of study for all 
the schools would bea desirable thing, and 
the true inwardness of the fight is the desire 
to merely postpone this action four or five 
years.’’ 

*‘*What do you think will be the end of the 
fight?’’ e 
The end! The fight has just begun. A 
very strong effort will be made at the State 
Medical Society in April to pass resolutions 
demanding a three-years’ course. That will 
be the first move, and the fight will wax 
warm. The next move, which is intended to 
make Dr. Bond’s victory only a delusion, 
will be in the Board of Health. It is positively 
asserted that one member of the board has 
recently been converted to the three-year 
plan, and the other short man is also being 
lengthened. In that case the matter will be 
settled at the next meeting of the State 
Board, and we will have a compulsory three- 
year course for all the colleges imme- 
diately.’’

Reply of the Directors to Sir Charles 
Tupper's Attacks. 


THEY STRONGLY DEPRECATE HIS ACTION 
WHILE IN LONDON. 


Jay Gould and His Son en Route to St. 
Louis—Philadelphia & Reading Control 
— Projected Line in Indiana— Suits 
Withdrawn—Eighty Miles an Hour— 
Railway News. 


MONTREAL, April4.—A London cable says 
the Grand Trunk report published to-day con- 
tains the directors’ reply to Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s attacks onthe company during and 
after the Dominion elections. The report 
confirms the reply already made to Sir 
Charles“ criticisms by Sir Henry Tyler, Presi- 
dent of the Grand Trunk, and approves the 
action of Mr. Seargeant, the General Man- 
ager. The directors say they cannot 
too strongly deprecate the action and 
langyege of one who, as high commissioner 
for Canada in London, should fairly repre- 
sent all the interests of the Dominion, and 
not attack a company which hasspent and 
is spending large sums of money to improve 
a vast railway system with enormous benefit 
to Canada. The President will reply to Sir 
Charles Tupper’s detailed charges at a meet- 
ing on April 16. The report refers to the de- 
crease in the company’s receiptsand says 
that everything possible is done to secure 
economy in working. 


THE COMMISSION WAR. 

CuiIcaGo, III. „ April 4.—The daisies will soon 
be growing on the grave of the agreement of 
the Eastern lines to boycott lines paying com- 
missions.in their territory. At to-day’s meet- 
ingof the Western lines it was decided to 
take individual action in regard to paying 
commissions in the East and to-night’s mails 
were loaded with the propositions of Western 
roads to Eastern ticket agents. After to- 
day’s meeting one of the general passenger 
agents said: 

The Board of Rulings of the boycott agreement has 
simply laid down. It was a supremely silly move to 
start in the first place. 

The proposition that the Eastern lines should dic- 
tate how business should be conducted in their ter- 
ritory was a reasonable one and the most of us were 
Willing to do as they wished until the inevitable 
smash up. But ret it became known that 
the Grand Trunk, Lackawanna. Lehigh Valley 
and Niagara Falle Short Line were payi com mis- 
sions. The Board of Rulings took no action. Then 
the Alton, Burlington and Wisconsin Central kept 
right on povine commissions inthe East, the Alton 

ractically daring the Eastern lines to boycott it. 
Not a move from the Board of Rulings. Uf course 
this gave the bulk of the traffic to the commission- 
pay lines and some of us notified the board they 
must fish or cut bait immediately.

NEW YorK, April 4.—Mr. Isaac L. Rice, the 
representative in this city of the syndicate 
that holds a majority of the stock of the 
Philadelphia & Reading road, said yesterday 
that no part of the syndicate stock had been 
sold and so far as he knew no part of it was 
forsale. ‘‘My own stock is not for sale. 
said he, ‘‘and I do not believe that any mem- 
ber of the syndicate cares to part with his 
stock. It is true that Mr. Twomdley has 
been negotiating forthe control, but he has 
not been able to secure it. 

Mr. Rice further averred that Mr. John 
Wanamaker had not sold a share of his 
Reading holdings nor pledged any part of 
them with the Vanderblits, nor given any 
option for the purchase of them. Mr. Rice 
did not Know forwhom Mr. Twombley was 
acting, but thought likely that he was acting 
for himself and certain interests outside of 
the Vanderbilt family. The agreement under 
which the Reading syndicate isacting has 
about two years and a half longer to run. 


MANIPULATION OF RATES. 

NEW YORK, April 4.—A special to the Herald 
from Chicago says a startling reduction in 
rates materialized yesterday. An Bastern 
official has found that the Kanawaha Dis- 
patch is taking practicaily all the export 
lard via Newport News at a i. cent rate for 
the inland tariff. He also believed that this 
tariff had been legalized by filing it with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The reg- 
ular inland rate is 27 cents via Newport News 
and 26 cents via New York, but the Southern 
route is getting all the business. Such strong 
linesas the Michigan Oentral, Lake Shore 
and Pennsylvania are becoming digusted 
with the weak efforts of the Central Traffic 
officials in ferreting out the present whole- 
sale manipulation of rates. f 


GOULD COMING TO sr. LOUIS. 

New York, April 4.—Mr. Jay Gould and his 
son, George J. Gould, left for the West at 
8:20 p. m. yesterday on the Congressional 
limited via the Pennsylvania Rallroad. It is 
believed that they will go over the Union 
Pacific before they return, where Vice-Presi- 
dent Clark has been making numerous re- 
forms. Their objective point was St. Louis. 
Mr. Gould arranged to have a chat of several 
hours with Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
last evening, probably about telegraph mat- 
ters. Mr. Gould will not stay long on this 
trip.

EIGHTY MILES AN HOUR. 

NEW York, April 4.—F. Budd, a workman 
employed at the Erie railway shops at Jersey 
City, has invented a locomotive which, it is 
expected, will make over eighty miles an 
hour. The works are similar to those ofa 
ferry boat. An engine is being constructed Dy 
the company, in fact is almost completed, 
and will be tested in a few days. The wheels 
make three revolutions to one exhaust. 


BOND INJUNCTION SUIT, 

KEARNEY, Neb., April 4.—The Kearney & 
Black Hills Railroad bond injunction case is 
on trial. The payment of $75,000 bonds by 
the city of Kearney was enjoined after the- 
road was completed, the plea being made 
that it is a Union Pacific branch and not in- 
dependent, and that fraud was used in the 
Yesterday James D. Birdsall, 
George A. Royce, Charles A. Short, J. B. Me- 
Wethey and Joseph Baltzer swore that W. C. 
Tilison, Oashier of the Kearney National 
Bank, paid them $2 each to vote for the 
bonds, They also admitted that they got the 


same amount to give this testimony. Later 
all were for perjury and bound 
over. F. . Robertson, Vice-President of the 
First National Bank, and one of the backers 
of the enjoiners, went dall for them. The 
town is stirred up, and more sensational 
developments are expected, 
THE CURRIER BILL DEFEATED. 

Sr. Paul., Minn. April 4.—In the House this 
morning a vigorous effort was made to re- 
consider, amend and pass the Currier rail- 
road bill which had been defeated yesterday, 
but it falled. The objectionable feature in 
the Currier bill is making the terminal and 
commodity tariff conform to the distance 
tarif, and as this was insisted on by the 
friends of the bill the motion to reconsider 
was defeated. This disposes of extreme rall- 
road legislation in this Legislature, other 
pending bills being much more acceptable to 
the rajlroads. 


A BOND CASE DECIDED. 

KANSAS Crrr, Mo., April 4.—Judge Philips 
in the United States Circuit Court to-day ren- 
dered a decision in favor of Albert Parker, a 
capitalist of San Diego, Cal., who brought 
suit to recover possession of $150,000in bonds 
contracted by Cass County, Mo., in Septem- 
ber, 1887. More than twenty years ago bonds 
were issued. by several townships 
in Cass County for the building of cer- 
tain railroads. They were never paid, 
and Parker for several years held some of 
these bonds. He made an agreement with 
the County Commissioners of Cass County to 
pay off all the old railway bonds in cash, and 
Cass County in turn was to reimburse him by 
the issue of new bonds, payable in thirty 
years, and redeemable at the option of the 
County atthe end of twenty years at 5 per 
cent, the bonds to bear date Nov. 1, 1887. The 
County Commissioners of Cass County re- 
gretted the contract and refused to give up 
the bonds. 


SUITS WITHDRAWN. 

New York, April 4.—The pending suits 
against the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago 
Railroad have been withdrawn, and the com- 
pany is now believed to be free from all per- 
plexing and expensive litigation. The suitof 
W. S. Alley, for the appointment of a re- 
celver, bas been withdraw and arrange- 
ments were completed yesterday for the dis- 
continuance of the cross suits between the 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicago and Louis- 
ville Southern Railroads. More than half of 
the float debt of the road has been paid since 
the syndicate took hold, and the outlook for 
the month is favorable. 


MARKETING ALABAMA COAL. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 4,—Six thousand 
tons of Alabama coal shipped down the Mis- 
sissippi River. That sounds uncommon, but 
itistrue. It leaked out to-day that the Vir- 
ginia 4 Alabama Coal Co., whose exten- 
sive coal mines are located at Patton, 
Ala., on the Georgia Pacific Railroad, have 
closed a contract with the Interstate Trans- 
portation Co., operating a line of barges on 
the Mississippi River for the shipment of 
large quantities of Alabama coal from Green- 
ville, Miss., the western terminus of the 
Georgia Pacific Railroad to New Orleans and 
points further south and possibly foreign 
ports, The first consignment of Ala- 
bama coal to go down the MIS- 
sissippi River will leave that place for 
New Orleans. The shipment consists of 
6,000 tons. This will de Alabama’s first coal 
shipment of any consequence over the new 
route to New Orleans via the Georgia Pacific 
Raltlroad and down the Mississippi River. The 
terminal facilities at Greenville are in good 
shape for the transfer of the Coal and the 
prospects are that the new roate will find big 
patronage, 5 r* 


NEW INDIANA LINE. 

LOGANSPORT, Ind., April 4—The Indian- 
apolis, Logansport & Chicago Railroad has 
been incorporated with a capital of $4,000,000. 
The road will be a direct line between In- 
dianapolis and Chicago. The incorporators 
are Cincinnati, Indianapolis and Logansport 
capitalists and among the directors are A. R. 
Shroyer and 8. P. Sherrin of thiscity. From 
Indianapolis to this city the road will run 
through Marion, Hamilton, Boone, Clinton, 
Howard and Cass Counties. The route is 
through the best farming country in Indiana. 


THE SUGAR TRUST. 


What the New York Senate Committee’s 
Inquiry Developed Yesterday. 

NEW York, April 4.—The State Committee 

on Laws continued its inquiry into the Sugar 

Trust to-day. Theo Havemyer was asked re- 


garding the published reports of the deal 


with Claus Spreckels. Witness said that the 
American Sugar Refinery Co. had nothing to 
do with California sugar refineries, that it 
was a private matter concerning the 
firm of Havemyer & Elder alone. 
Mr. Havemyer supplemented this  state- 
ment by saying that there was 
also nothing in the reports that the refiners 
were going to combine and raise prices. Re- 
specting the assertion that the American 
Sugar Refinery Co. had agreed to allow 
grocers a commission on every pound of 
American sugar sold by them after April 1, in 
return for the grocers boycotting foreign 
sugar, Mr. Havemeyer said that the whole 
thing was a lie and no such agreement had 
been entered into. 

John E. Searles, Treasurer of the old Sugar 
Trust, was the next witness. He denied that 
he had been staying in Floridato evade ex- 
amination. Hesaid that the division of the 
certificates of the American Sugar Refining 
Co. was equitable, the division being in ac- 
cordance with the earning capacity of a cor- 
poration receiving such certificates. A dis- 
mantied company was given certificates on 
the basis of possible earnings. The St. Louis 
Sugar Refining Co. was shut down to allow 
the cheaper process by increasing 
the facilities in Lousiana. The duties 
of the eleven trustees of the 
old trust, witness said, were to 
provide for the election of the directors of the 
various corporations to provide for their 
management and to disburse dividends. Wit- 
ness knew nothing of the missing books of the 
constituent companies. They were removed 
to New Jersey without his knowledge and he 
did not think it would be fair to place their 
contents before the public, because the sugar 
refiners of this country would be benefitea 
by the methods pursued by the American 
Sugar Refining Co. for successful competi- 
tion. 

Counsel for the company at this point of- 
fered to take any individual member to where 
the books were kept and open them for ex- 
amination, but refused to allow the whole 
noe ag or an accountant to examine 

em.

Dixon the Acknowledged Champion of 
His Class. Ee 


REVIEW OF CURRENT EVENTS IN THE 
ATHLETIC WORLD. 


Whe Colored Lad Was Game and McOar- 
thy Had No Chance—Ring Chatter— 
News of the Wheel—Pistol Practice— 
Bowling—Foot Ball—General Sporting 
Items. 


Rew Tom., April 4.—After Tuesday night’s 
contest there is no longer the slightest doubt 
to whom the title of feather-weight champion 
of the world belongs. George Dixon whipped 
Oal McCarthy fairly and without turning a 
hair, and when he fights again he will be a 
much greater favorite than he was at Troy, 
although there were plenty of men anxious to 
bet 100 to @ at the ringside. It did not prove 
as interesting an exhibition as was expected. 
McOarthy did not seem to fight with that vim 
and precision that has characterized many of 
his other contests. The whole truth of the 
matter is that Cal’s pretended confidence 
was a biuff all the way through. As pre- 
dicted a week ago Dixon was as confident as 
he possibly could have been, and the stories 
about McOarthy carousing while he was 
training only further impressed the darkey 
with the idea that he had a lead-pipe cinch. 
McOarty was in much better condition to all 
appearances than when he weighed in on the 
day named for his meeting with Dixon at the 
Puritan Club. His fiesh was hard and had 
that faint pinkish tint which experts on con- 
dition like to see in pugilists. But there was 
something wrong with him. There were big 
bundles of Dixon money on every hand, and 
even after the enthusiastic reception accorded 
the Jersey man, when he entered the ring 
many bets at 100 to 75, with Dixon the choice, 
were made. Oal knew this, and be was also 
aware that George was confidence itself. 
As he sat in his corner waiting for the bell to 
ring for the opening round he was nervous. 
He did not appear to be able to control him- 
olf, and hetapped his toes on the floor and 
moved about in his chair. When they faced 
each other Val looked angry, while a smile 
illaminated the face ofthe colored lad. Me- 
Carthy has always enjoyed the reputation of 
being a careful fighter, but he lost it in 
Troy, for he displayed poor judgment from 
the very first, and acted a good many times 
like a novice. 

DIXON I8 A COOL ONE. 

Dixon is a level-headed fellow and he knew 
that Mac was a bit afraid of him. In the sec- 
ond round, when he landed that tremendous 
punch in the pit of the stomach, it looked like 
dollars to canceled postage stamps that the 
Jersey man would be finished in the next 
round, and if he had not had experienced 
men behind him this would likely have been 
the result. Oal fought on after this, 
at times desperately and nearly al- 
ways carelessly. He found it impossible 
to get in that much-talked-of two-handed 
blow of his, but he kept trying, showing more 
perseverance than good sense. Every once 
in a while he would drop his hands and make 
a fancy side step and, although he received 
many hard blows when Dixon got on to this 
movement, he kept on doing it until the 
twentieth round, despite the cautions of his 
esquires. Throughout the fight Dixon used 
that left hand swing of his almost 
exclusively, but occasionally he brought 
his right into contact with Mac's face and 
neck and sayed straight leads. Cal must 
have been in fairly good condition or he 
would never have stayed there as long as he 
did. Asa matter of fact he was dead to the 
world, as the sports say, at least six times 
during the fight, and on these occasions his 
thorough knowledge of the ring proved of 
great value to him in his dazed state. Inthe 
eleventh, when he made a grand rally, 
his friends believed that he had a siim 
chance for first money, but 
the pace was too hot and he was forced to let 
up. Inthe fifteenth Cal took another spurt, 
but after that he was not in it.“ Dixon 
had one great advantage over him. He 
obeyed implicitly the instructions of his 
seconds, while Cal seemed to forget what 
Madden and McAuliffe told himthe moment 
he left his chair. They had to calito him to 
keep his handsupand stay away when he 
was feeling groggy. He would make wild 
swings without attempting to calculate the 
distance, and it was the easiest thing inthe 
world for Dixon to step aside and evade 


them. 
A SQUARE MAN. 

Since the Bostonian’s fight with Eugene 
Hornbacker sports have always claimed that 
he was fairness itself in the ring. At the Crib 
Club he proved it. McOarthy tried all sorts 
of unfair tricks on him, and in breaking away 
nearly every time he used the elbow on 
Dixon. In one round, after getting a hard 
punching, he hugged George for nearly a 
minute with a grip of iron, and 
would not let go until the 
Dell rang. Many of the spectators 
wondered why Referee Dunn permitted this 
sort of thing. Towards the end the New 
Englander captured even Mac’s admirers by 
his fairness. He gave the Jersey man every 
chance in the world to pull himself together, 
but nature gave way and Oal’s seconds 
brought the uneven contest to a close by 
sending aloft the towel. A round or two be- 
fore the end, whena claim was made that 
Dixon had committed a foul, a widely -known 
sporting man, who knows a thing or two 
about sporting affairs, suggested to 
Madden and McAuliffe that they claim 
the fight and take their man out. 
„Dunn will give Dixon the decision,’’ he 
said, but three-quarters of the men here 
are for McCarthy, and no matter what the 
newspapers say,there will always exist a 
doubt. It was a capital scheme to save the 
white lad’s reputation among his friends, but 
neither one of his seconds would listen to it, 
for there was really no foul. If there had 
been Jere Dunn would have seen it and 
given his decision. 

For some reason a good many of the sports 
**roasted’’ Oal’s seconds. At the end ot the 
second round Cal, weak as he was, had to 
lift his own chair through the ropes, but this 
was the only time when Madden and the 
light-weight champion laid themselves open 
tocriticism. Aside from this oversight they 
did as well for Mac as any men in the world 
could have done under the circumstances, 
and they really kept him there for twenty 
rounds. Both seconds have been called first- 
class Jonahs, Dut people newadays are 
not given to superstition to as great an ex- 
tent as they were years ago. Seconds cannot 
winabattleforafighter if he is unable to 
win himself, and the soreheads who at- 
tribute Oal’s defeat to the fact that 
he had two men behind him who have not 
esquired many winners lately simply do not 
know that they &re alive. There is not a man 
in America who knows more about fighting 
than Madden. He brought out John L. Sulli- 
van, Charite Mitchell and Jack McAuliffe.

On the call of the Chief Consul of the Mis- 
sour!

it has often been said that it is better to 
wear out than to rust out, and that it is much 
more desirable to live the life of him that la- 
pors arduously to achieve some honest, 
worthy purpose, even though that life bea 
very short one, than to emulate the example 
of one who by shirking all care and respons!- 
pility and in every way husbanding his 
powers, attains @ ripe old age. Of late 
years, however, it has seemed in many 
cases as though hard work, directed by noble 
gims and aspirations, tended to promote 
longevity, and we have had, tolling in widely 
divergent sections ofthe world’s vineyard, 
such famous workers as Gladstone, De Les- 
geps, Tennyson and P.T. Barnum attaining 
the age of more than 80 years, while Marshal 
von Moltke, the famous German soldier, has 
celebrated his ninetieth birthday, and ex- 
Chancellor Von Bismarck has reached the age 
ot 76 years. 

Thinking that these remarkable men must 
owe their great longevity—despite the 
severe mental and physical strain to 
which their powers have been subjected 


for so long a period—to something more than 


mere chance, a distinguished American phy- 
siclan recently addressed them a letter of 
inguiry on this subject. Their answers, 
which he has kindly permitted us to publish 
below, tell in entertaining style how they 
have grown old. 

THE FATHER OF SHIP CANALS. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps, father of the Suez 
and Panama Canals, writes thus: 

I was born in Versailies in 1805. My father, 
Jean Baptiste Barthelemi, Baron de Lesseps, 
was a wise and judicious man, who de- 
voted himself judiciously to both my 
mental and physical education, leaving 
nothing undone to endow me with mens 
sana in corpore sano—that sound mind in a 
sound body, which is the most valuable der- 
tage from a parent to his child. While my 
mind was being cultivated my body was 
being judiciously exercised. I was restrained 
from over-tasking myself, either mentally or 
physically. 

The example of proper care of my mind and 
body thus set me by my father has been con- 
stantly before me, and 1 have regulated my 
life in accordance with it. I have always 
observed regularity and temperance in all 
my habits. Though I was but 2 years of age 
when l entered the diplomatic service, being 
appointed attache to the French Consulate at 
Lisbon, I was careful to avoid the excesses 
into which young men in such positions are 
sometimes betrayed. 

In my th yearI was made attache to the 
Consul-General at runis, and during my resi- 
dence there I was especially careful to avoid 
everything that could possibly bring upon 
me the {ll effects of the climate, as I also was 
while Consul at Alexandria, In Egypt, to 
which portI was appointed ip 1881, and then 
exposed to the sudden and severe change 
from the Egyptian to the Dutch climate on 
being made Consul at Rotterdam in my 85th 
year 

Probably few men have been more exposed 
toclimatic changes, which physicians tell us 
areespecially trying to the system, From 
Rotterdam I was transferred to the Consulate 
at Barcelona and from there to Alexandria, 
only to be soon retransferred to Barcelona. 
Then I was Minister at Madrid, and after the 
revolution of 1848 I represented the French 

Republic at Rome. 

The excellent health and physical vigor I 
enjoyed in all these varying climates—some 
oO} them very trying to any one not to the 
manner born—I attribute to the temperance 
and regularity of my habits, and to the ob- 
servance of all the precautions and regimen 
of the natives of the country in which I was 
ving. When the construction of the Suez 
(anal called me again to Egypt 1 was still 
mindful of these things, and I did not forget 
them when later in life the Panama Canal 
claimed my attention. - 

It is to regularity and temperance in all 
things and to a careful observance of nature’s 
laws that lattribute my happy and vigorous 
oid age FERDINAND DE LESSEPS. 

HOW VON MOLTKE HAS GROWN OLD.

THE KING OF SHOWMEN. 

Hen. P. T. Barnum, who for more than 
half a century has reigned as king of Ameri- 
can showmen, and who, like old Cy Prime, 
is nigh on to 81, attaches great importance to 
tempérance, as will be seen from his ap- 
pended observations. 

Ihave no doubt that my advanced age and 
the good health I still enjoy are due in no 
small measure to my strict temperance 
principles, with which my practice perfectly 
accords, An essential point in living to be 
very aged is to totally abstain from alco- 
holic stimulants, tobacco and narcotics. 
I am perfectly well acquainted with the fact 
that many men who have used whisky and 
tobacco with moderation all their lives have 
lived to be very old, but such cases are only 
the exceptions, which prove the rule that the 
use of either alcoholic liquors or tobacco 
tends to shorten life. Between the years 1837 
and 18471 drank intoxicants to some extent. 
During a part of that time I was in England, 
where the custom of drinking socially was 
universal, and I found that my desire for 
stimulants was steadily increasing. At 
length my craving for them became so great 
thatIisaw that liquor would work my ruin 
unless I gave it up at once and forever. I did 
so, and have been a total abstainer ever 
since. To that circumstance I largely at- 
tribute my having passed by more than ten 
years the period of three score years and ten 
allotted as the days of men. 

In addition to being strictly temperate, I 
have always been cheerful. I once adopted 
as my family motto the words Love God 
and be merry’’ andIfirmly believe that he 
who faithfully follows that precept in all that 
it implies is pursuing a course well calcu- 
lated to enable him to live to be very old. 

Besides being temperate and trying to love 
God and be merry, I have also tried in my 
humble way to make others happy. That is 
a wonderful promoter of health and 
longevity. He who is trying to alleviate life’s 
ills for those around him, has no time to de- 
come morbid by thinking of those with which 
he himself has been afflicted. 

Again, I have always been busy. The 
heaithful exercise of all our physical and 
mental powers unquestionably tends to pro- 
mote long lite. Ihave always detested idle- 
ness and have always been careful to avoid 
it. It is wonderful bow much can be accom- 
plished in the oddsand ends of time which 
most people allow to go entirely to waste. I 
can say with Cicero, that throughout my 
long life even my leisure moments have had 
their occupation. 

I think there fore, to sum up briefly, that my 
having reached my present advanced age is 
due to temperance, cheerfulness, trying to 
do something to contribute to the enjoyment 
of others, and constant judicious employ- 
ment of all my powers of mind and body.

THE TRON CHANCELLOR. 

Bismarck, the Iron ex-Chancellor of the 
German nation; Tas attained the age of 76 
years, and he gives the subjoined account of 
how he has done 80: 

Anything that tends to preserve health 
must necessarily tend to increase long lite, 
and among such things I would assign an 
important place to bathing. I have always 
bathed freely, andI think with very marked 
benefit. Cold water is an excellent tonic, and 
to my practice of taking a cold bath eve 
morning on rising from bed, a custom whic 
I have followed faithfully for many years, I 
largely attribute the good health and vigor I 
enjoy at the age of more than 75 years. But, 
in bathing, the great point is never to be- 
come chilled afterwards, and to have reac- 
tion from the sensation of cold produced by 
the water take place immediately. 

For that reason, lam inclined to question 
the advisability of sea bathing as 
usually practiced. The use of a 
bathing dress 1 think tnjurious, de- 
cause when thoroughly wet, its cold, damp 
folds cling tothe wearerand thus prevent 
that necessary reaction of which I spoke. 
and which is so essential to the healtbfulness 
of bathing. Iam told that in parts of the 
British West Indies—in Kingston, Jamaica, 
especially—sea baths are so prepared thata 
bathing dress may be dispensed with. This 
is done by building small inclosures out into 
the sea on the principle of miniature natato- 
riums. Each is supplied with small dressing 
rooms, and one may there disrobe and make 
the acquaintance of old Neptune in complete 
seclusion, and ina complete state of nature. 
Ithink this the only true way to extract the 
fullest possible benefit from sea bathing. 
I think gymnastic and athietic exercises 
have largely assisted me to grow old health- 
fully and vigorously. In my boyhood, early 
manhood and even in my old age, Ihave en- 
gaged in these pastimes. I have always been 
careful to avoid violent exercise and all ex- 
cessive effort. I early made it a rule never to 
attempt any feat of strength or agility that I 
did not believe to be far within the limits of | 
my powers. Uniess I firmly believed myself 
capable of easily performing something twice 
as difficult as the feat in question, 
I never attempted it. The general obsery- 
ance of this rule would prevent anyone 
from ever being injured by athletic exercises. 
It is because they attempt feats which greatly 
overtask their strength that so many strong 
men die early. 
Another circumstance which Ithink has 
greatly helped me to grow oid is the power lI 
have always had of completely banishing 
from my mind at will all the cares and 
troubles of life. Thus, no matter how great 
the affairs weighing upon me,I have always 
been able to sleep soundly and peacefully.

In these buttons on the 
coats or dresses are touched as each word of 
the doggerel is spoken, or apple seeds or 
cherry stones are counted. Cherry stones 
are arranged in a row convenient for count- 
ing and the child seeks to divine herown 
future with this rhyme: .

The last line issometimes changed to read:

All these are forms of divination by lot. In 
old times, most ventures were initiated by an 
appeal to chance and the serious practice of 
savage men has come to be the playful prac- 
tice of children in their innocent games. 
King Saul, in a fit of bloodthirsty impatience, 
exclaimed, ‘‘Cursed be the man that eateth 
any food until it be evening and I be avenged 
of mine enemies.’’ His son, Jonathan, knew 
nothing of the oath and, being hungry, 
ate his dinner before Saul’s vengeance was 
complete. Perceiving signs of God’s displeas- 
ure, Saul cast lots to find out the offender. It 
finally feil upon Jonathan, who was saved 
from death only by the interference of the 
people. Ninety-five different forms of divina- 
tion by lot have been discovered. That by 
sticks, in use among the ancient Ger- 
mans and Scythians, was a counting out 
form. The person seeking a sign measured a 
rod with the span of his hand or with a finger 
length, saying, ‘‘I will go, I will not go; 1 
will act, I will not act, and the like, accord- 
ing to cireumstances, The sentence which 
fell upon 
THE LAST SPAN 

was his destiny. Other forms prevailed with 
the stick, all being accompanied with count- 
ing out formulas. After the defection of 
Judas the eleven cast lots to determine who 
should be his successor, and the lot fell 
upon Matthias.’’ The prayer which accom- 
panied this serious ceremony has an echo in 
the meaningless counting out rhymes. The 
magicians of the middle ages were full of 
formulas and rhymes and even ecclesiastics 
used them to ascertain who was it inthe 
fatal game of heresy and orthodoxy. The 
following doggerel used as a ‘‘counting out 
rhyme’’ comes down from magic:

Panis, March 2%4.--It has often occurred to 
me that an interesting topic of discussion 
would be the difference between social enter- 
tainments in Paris and those in the United 
States. I do not think it is generally realized

style of entertainment, and the costly China, 
with a separate service for each course pro- 
vided for the former, ail surpass anything to 
be seen on this side of the Atlantic. 80 
thoroughly is this understood that several of 
my American colleagues never write about 
dinners or soirees at all, because none of the 
details of such events are as brilliant as are 


given at a thoroughly French house, a very 
brief affair. The fashionable hour this season 
is 7:30. Guests are expected to be punctual, 
so the company are usually seated by 8 
o’clock. The floral decorations are seldom 
extraordinary. From one to three plateau, 
of the fashionable blossoms of the hour 
(chrysanthemums being the most popular this 
winter) adorn the center of the table. A later 
fashion, anda very pretty one, is to have 
long ropes of fowers intermingled with rib- 
bons, evtending from the chandelier to the 
candelabra at either end of the table. Ata 
recent dinner party given by the Oountess de 
Pourtales, these decorations were entirely 
composed of violets with ribbons and long 
bow-knotsin pale lIflac faille. Usually the 
flowers are not confined to a single species, 
and the ribbons, which are wide and of rich 

are either in pale pink or 
pale blue. The ostentatious custom 
(and also it must be confessed a vulgar one) 
of giving expensive presents to the lady 
guests, ata dinner or a lunch, which was 80 
universal at one time in America, did not 
take its origin in Paris and it never was 
adopted here. 

The same service of china does duty 
throughout the whole of the repast till the 
last two courses are reached, when the ices 
and afterwards the dessert are served upon 
plates of moreor less artistic elegance ac- 
cording to the wealth of the dinner 
giver. But the chief attractions of the 
banquet are supposed to be found in che 
dainty viands and fine wines to the exclusion 
of many of the accessories. 

A RAILROAD DINNER. 

There is one great drawback to the pleasure 
of dining-out in Paris, and that is the ral - 
road-like speed wherewith the repast is 
served. It is literally rushed through, as 
though the dining-room was situated ata 
railway station, with a train panting and 
puffing outside with all steam up, ready to 
hurry away the guests to another destination 
as soon as they had swallowed their coffee. A 
dinner of from ten to twelve courses is usually 
put through in an hour and a half, and of 
eight ma single hour; One can readily im- 
agine how trying this regulation is to a diner 
who is a brilliant conversationalist. A witty 
remark ortwo exchanged with one’s next 
door neighbor, and hey, presto, pass! the 
plate with its untasted delicacy is whisked 
away by that very fast func- 
tionary, a well-trained walter. One 
must eat swiftly and silently 
ata Parisian dinner if one would eat atall. 
A very intelligent and popular American 
official once told me that when he first ar- 
rived in Paris he had been deprived of so 
great a portion ot his repast at so many of 
the dinner parties he had attended, by reason 
of this custom, that he had actually returned 
home hungry. He had tried to make him- 
self agreeable to his fellow-guests with that 
disastrous result. I have been told that the 
reason of the prevalence of this custom is the 
fact that most of the guests have engage- 
ments to balls or to solrees for the latter 
part of the evening. But such entertain 
ments never begin before ll o’clock, so that 
ample time for the enjoyment of the dainties 


" of a sumptuous dinner might be allowed 


without unduly detaining those who desire 
to go elsewhere. Even atthe official dinners 
at the Elysee, this custom prevails. When 
Gen. Grant was in Paris and was entertained 
by Marshal MacMahon, President of France, 
at a formal state dinner, the whole affair was 
over and the illustrious guest of the evening 
and Mrs. Grant were back at their hotel by 10 
o clock. 
CHARM OF A FRENCH DINNER. 

One of the great charms ofa French dinner 
is the touch of personality that is introduced 
very often into the decorations of the table. 
Silver is much less in vogue than it used to be, 

in the old fashioned stately hotels of 
the Faubourg St. Germain the 
massive epergne and side pieces, 
the solid silver soup tureen 
and vegetable dishes, all elaborately wrought 
and embossed with the family crest, are in- 
variably set forth on every state occasion, 
The latest fashion is the employment of cost- 
ly objects in antique porcelain, as table orna- 
ments. At one house two immense vases in 
antique sevres occupy the ends of the table, 
and a third, still larger, is placed in the cen- 
ter, all three being filled with fowers. The 
Duchess de Luynes, who possesses two mag 
nificent soup tureens in old Dresden, sets one 
at either end of the table, and has 
the cover of each supported in the air bya 
siender framework in gilt wire, which is 
concealed the masses of roses or of 
orchids, wherewith the bow! itself is filled. 
The Duke d’Aumle at his hunting break. 
fasts at Chantilly, usually has his table orna- 
mented with large figures of hunters in 
Sevres biscuit or Parian ware, which he in- 
herited from his father, and which were 
modeled after sketches made dy his 
gifted sister, the Princess Marie of 
Orleans. Louts Philippe idolized this 
talented and charming Princess, whose life 
was as brief as its promise was brilliant, and 
he delighted in having her artistic efforts 
thus reproduced in a permanent form. Other 

hosts and hostesses, who are also co 
of bric-a-brac, ornament their dinner tables 
with groups and small single figures in old 
Dresden, set amidst flowers. But thisisa

**cotiilon’’ (the German) begins, the buffet 
is closed, and wnen that com- 
plicated dance comes to an end the 
actual supper is served. The waiters bring 
in a multitude of little tables which are in- 
stalled not only in the dining-room but in the 
rece roomsas well. At each of these 
tables the guests, in groups of four or six, 
instal themselves and partake ofa long and 
elaborate repast served in courses like a din- 
ner, beginning with soup and closing with 
ices and fruits. This custom is rather hard 
on the non-dancing 
the guests, as they 
until 8 or 4 
morning if they wish to partake of a substan- 
tial supper. But itis becoming more and 
more the fashion in French society to restrict 
the invitations to such entertainments to 
young people and to the parents or chape- 
rones of the young girls, while on the other 
hand young unmarried ladies are very seldom 
invited to dinner parties. Very often a large 
dinner is. followed bya soiree to which the 
daughters of those bidden to the dinner itself 
are invited. But the fashion of asking 
in just a few guests after a dinner 
party is wholly extinct. It never was a pop- 
ular custom. People thus asked resented 
being invited to nothing particular, only to 
fill up the evening and to make things lively 
for the more favored friends who had come 
todine. And whena French wit designated 
those after dinner guests by the epithet, 
tooth picks, he putafinal extinguisher 
upon the practice. : 

A LESSON FOR HEIRESSES. 

I was rather interested the other day upon 
noting inone ofthe Franco-Anglican papers 
the story of the divorces of two American 
ladies who had married European aristo- 
crats, supplemented in another column by 
the glowing description of two recent wed- 
dings of a recent nature. And, oddly enough, 
a curious commentary on such unions is now 
afforded by a murder trial, with details of 
peculiar atrocity in the doing of the deed, 
which has just come before the court 
at Nantes. It is based upon a mar- 
riage precisely similar in all respects to those 
international matches which fill the land of 
Jenkindom with joyand gladness. Only in 

is case the wife waz a French girl. All the 
Other elements were present; the aristocratic 
descent of the bridegroom, the wealth of the 
bride’s father, honestly gained in respecta- 
ble business, the dazzling of the eyesof the 
luckless maidén with an honored title and 
grand armorial bearings, and thereafter mis- 
ery and torture for the wretched wife for two 
miserable years,a demand for a separation, 
and a return with her infants to her father’s 
house. So far, it all reads like one of those 
histories wherewith American society is only 
too well acquainted. But in the present in- 
stance the high-born spouse went a step far- 
ther than his colleagues who have won 
American brides have done up to the present 
time. He loaded a gun, went to the house of 
his father-in-law, and deliberately blew his 
wife’s head to pieces in the presence of her 
parents, and while she held her little daugh- 
ter in her arms. The child was literally 
drenched with the blood of her murdered 
mother. 

This atrocious case throws a strong ray of 
light on the actual condition and status 
ofthe petty provincial nobility of France. 
The assassin, who bears the romantic name 
of Rene d' Audeville, is 80 years of age, rather 
good looking but stupid, brutal and ignor- 
ant. Throughthe influence of the young 
girl’s confessor he contrived to make a 
match with Mlle. Heurtheaux, the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy sardine packer, 
who was strongly opposed to the marriage, 
but who finally gave his consent, making the 
newly wedded pair an allowance of $800 per 
annum and bestowing on his daughter a 
dowry of $10,000. The high-born husband who 
had won the girl’s hand by falsely declaring 
himself to be a Count (are we not repeating 
the story of dozens of international matches?) 
no sooner got his wife’s little fortune in his 

ds than he hastened to squander 
1 in stock - gambling. Then began 
for Mme. d Audeville a life 
of misery and torture. Her husband beat her 
cruelly because she would not consent to ob- 
tain fresh sums of money for him from her 
father. And when worn out by his blows and 
hisabuse she sought the protection of the 
law and took refuge in her childhood’s home, 
he followed her there and completed the rec- 
ord of his misdeeds by killing her. But for 
the presence of mind of M. Heurteaun, who 
threw up the muzzle of the assassin’s gun on 
seeing itturned towards Mme. Heurteaun, 
his wife’s mother would have shared the fate 
of Mme. D’ Aude ville. 

HUNGER FOR MONEY. 

It is difficult for us citizens of the United 
States to comprehend the mad hunger for 
money that pushes such men as d' Audeville 
to the commission of abominable crimes. 
Born in a station of life in which work is con- 
sidered a disgrace and in which lavish ex- 
penditure is almost a necessity, spending 
their days in hunting, fishing, betting at 
race-courses, etc., they are brought upto 
consider a wealthy marriage as the best and 
surest road out oftheir difficulties. It would 
have proved soin this instance had not the 
man been a brute. His wife had a small 
settled income, anid would eventually 
have inherited a large fortune from 
her father. But his wolfish craving for 
the wealth of M. Heurteaun drove him 
frantic as hunger does a wild beast. He 
could not endure the idea of the possession 
by his father-in-law of millions which were 
beyond his grasp. 80 he murdered the 
mother of his little children asthe surest 
way of winning the old man’s heart. But M. 
Heurteaun in signing his evidence at the 
trial declared that rather than have seen his 
daughter return to her husband he was glad 
she was peacefully resting in her grave, 

Mme. d' Audeville was a woman of a pe- 
culiarly gentle and amiable nature. She was 
highly educated, having studied Greek and 
Latin in order to aid her younger brother to 
pass his examination, and she tried hard to 
remedy the defects in her husband’s educa- 
tion but in vain. She could not even persuade 
him to learn to spell. She bore uncomplain- 
ingly with his cruelty tillit reached a point 
at which human nature could endure no 
more. She was a most tender mother and a 
loving and dutiful daughter. ‘‘She never 
disobeyed us betore, sobbed her unhappy 
mother when telling the story of the 
marriage. But she craved social 
position. She wanted to become a Countess. 
And now behold the end of the whole matter. 
It is fortunate that the slain wife was not one 
of our own citizens—Miss Brown of Minne- 
gota or Miss Smith of Nebraska. So far the 
worst that any European titled husband has 
ever done to an American wife is to beat and 
kick her, in addition to squandering her 
money at the gaming tableand giving her 
countless rivals chosen from the lowest strata 
of the demi monde. But it seemed to me as I 
penned the above narrative that there must 
be some mistake about the herotne’s nation- 
ality and that I was really writing the story 
of an international match.

They did not, it is true, go into the market 
and purchase the supplies; that was a mat- 
ter that could be attended toeven bya dull- 
witted man; but, the supplies being bought, 
it was the woman’s intelligent management 
that caused them to be properly distributed. 
I have never yet heard of a Southern wom- 
an who surrendered the keys of her smoke- 


Take, for exam- 
ple, the clothing provided for say 100 negroes, 
male and female, large and small. The cloth 
was boughtin bolts, though occasionally a 
considerable portion was woven on the plan- 
tation on the old-fashioned hand-looms.

Then-there was the kitchen. No Southern 
woman could afford to turn that important 
department over toa negro cook. Such a 
thing was not to be thought of. The mistress 
of the plantation was also the mistress of the 
kitchen. Inorderto teach the negroes the 
art of cooking, the Southern women had to 
know how to cook themselves; and they were 
compelled to gain their knowledge from 
practical experience, forthe kitchen is one 
of the places where theories cannot be enter- 
tained. There are negro women still living 
who got their training in the plantation 
kitchen, under the eyes of mistresses, and 
their cooking is a spur tothe appetite and a 
remedy for indigestion. It is no wonder that 
a Georgia woman, when she heard the ne- 
groes were really free, gavea sigh of relief 
and exclaimed; ‘‘Thank Heaven! I shall 
have to work for them no more!? 

THEIR INFLUENCE. 

These Southern women were the outgrowth 
of the plantation system, the result of six or 
seven generations of development. On that 
system they placed the impress of their hu- 
manity and refinement; and the outcome of 
it is to be seen in the condition of the negro 
race to-day. In the sphere of their homes 
and in their social relations they exercised a 
power andan influence that has no parallel 
in history. As they were themselves, so they 
trained their daughters to be, and the South.- 
ern women of to-day still possess the charac- 
teristics that made their mothers and their 
grandmothers beautiful and gracious; still 
possess the refinement that built upa rare 
civilization amid unpromising surroundings; 
still possess the energy and patience and gen- 
tleness that wrought order and discipline on 
the plantations. 

As the vine was, so must the fruit be. 1 
have tried to describe the mistress of the 
plantation for the reason that her character- 
istics and tendencies have been transmitted 
tothe Southern women of this generation, 
and to the young girls who are growing into 
womanhood. It is inevitable, however, that 
certain of these characteristics should be 
modified or amplified according as the cir- 
cumstances of an environment altogether 
new may demand. I know ot no more beau- 
tiful or romantic civilization than that which 
blossomed under the plantation system, and 
yet, in the natural order of things, it 
would inevitably have runto caste distinc- 
tions.
